I do not believe that “proof-texting” 
from Barth can possibly demonstrate 
either his adherence to or divergence 
from the gospel. Even the best students 
of Barth seem to tread very cautiously 
in ascribing exact meanings to his 
statements. This is understandable in 
view of the highly speculative char- 
acter of his system and the apparently 
unresolvable inconsistencies which ap- 
pear in his writings. . . . 

The position of Van Til cannot 
properly be criticized until his method 
is understood. To my mind Van Til is 
essentially a philosopher who has tried 
to analyze and isolate the philosophi- 
cal roots of Barth’s system. To him any 
man’s theology, so obviously condi- 
tioned by a_ speculative approach, 
should be analyzed in terms of its 
philosophical presuppositions, and in 
terms of these alone individual asser- 
tions should be assessed. 

I am not prepared to say whether 
Van Til’s analysis is correct; whether 
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he has pushed Barth into meanings he 
did not intend; or whether he has 
failed to allow for the possibility 
of some relieving inconsistencies on 
Barth’s part; but I do feel that to op- 
pose Van Til by quoting texts from 
Barth cannot possibly do justice to 
Van Til’s critique.

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CREDIT IN THE SKY 


As a publicity stunt the Diners’ 
Club (a firm that issues credit cards 
for almost anything) gave a progres- 
sive dinner to a group of newspeople 
who were supposed, we infer, to give 
good reviews to a “Diners’ Club Cook- 
book.” In air-conditioned Carey Cadil- 
lacs (Carey’s rents cars in New York, 
and supposedly was to get a plug 
also) the newsfolk had crépe farcis 
at the Colony Club, borscht prepared 
by Simon Sulchanischwili at the Sher- 
aton East’s Embassy Club, poulet 
sauté au vermouth at the Chauveron, 
orange soufflé at the Voisin and 
brandy with floor show at the Qua- 
drille. 

At each stop the Diners’ Club 
picked up the check, which was a 
sizable amount. The New York Times 
reviewer passed out at the next-to-the- 
last oasis which caused the Tribune’s 
writer to crack, “What we lack in 
circulation we make up for in en- 
durance.” 

The reason why this event rates 
an editorial is a statement attributed 
to Look’s reviewer: “All we need is 
That Big Credit Club Card in the 
Sky.” The Diner’s Club man replied, 
“If there is one, we'll have it.” 

He will not. There are theologians 
who claim that they have the heavenly 
credit card. One whole system of the- 
ology is built on the idea that God 
signed everything over to a group of 
clergy who have the right to grant or 
refuse admission to Heaven. The 
Church is not a Credit Card organi- 
zation. Millions of people trust in the 
Church, but this is one of the greatest 
deceptions of all the centuries. 

Salvation is by grace through faith 
plus nothing. The Lord Jesus Christ 
paid for all of our sins, and we can 
say, “Blessed is the man against whom 
the Lord will not reckon his sin” 
(Rom. 4:8). It is an insult to ask for 
credit when the bill has been paid. 

When I was 17, an affluent man 
took me to a city where he was to 
preach and gave me $10 to lead the 
music and sing. On our way back we 
went into the dining car of the train. 
He ordered a meal but all I ate was 
a sandwich and a glass of milk, though 
I was very hungry. When the time 
came to pay the bill I pulled out a 
silver dollar and put it down for my 
food. I can remember yet his seem- 
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ingly contemptuous gesture as he 
picked it up and tossed it across the 
table. Then he paid with a $20 bill. 
I was unsophisticated and did not 
know the noblesse oblige which moved 
my host. 

Grace has made the payment—all 
the payment—and what the Lord re- 
quires of us is to trust His grace and 
not to throw our little dollar across 
the table when He is the host. A 
credit card organization lives on its 
percentage, and any church that tries 
to maintain its prestige and power by 
claiming to have the sole rights is 
also living for its percentage. This 
idea constitutes the “deeds” and the 
“doctrine” of the Nicolaitans (Rev. 
2:6, 15), which God has stamped with 
the terrible word, “which I also hate.” 


GREEK CORRESPONDENCE COURSE 


Some months ago a small advertise- 
ment in the pages of Eternity an- 
nounced a correspondence course in 
New Testament Greek. I was some- 
what skeptical and asked my associ- 
ates to secure a set so that I could 
examine it. In due course the first year 
lessons arrived, together with a letter 
saying that the second year course 
would be completed in the fall of 1959 
and the third year by 1960. 

One night I took the course in hand 
and began to skim through it. I was 
most agreeably surprised. The author, 
John E. Matson of Bethany, Conn., 
told how he wanted to learn Greek 
while in the armed forces but dis- 
covered that it was impossible because 
the Greek grammar available was writ- 


ten with classroom instruction in view. 
When Matson got out of the army, he 
entered the University of Wisconsin, 
majoring in Greek, and completed his 
courses in 1953, with B.A. degree. By 
1957 he had completed the first year 
course and the accompanying phono- 
graph records. 

A few minor errors should be cor- 
rected when the course goes from its 
multigraphed form to printed form, 
but these will not cause an intelligent 
student much worry. The intelligent 
student is more likely to be annoyed at 
the low level to which the course is 
pitched. The writer takes nothing for 
granted; he even explains the differ- 
ence between a noun and a verb, giv- 
ing extremely simple sentences in 
English to show the various parts of 
speech. 

This observation gives rise to some 
speculation. Should an American who 
is so ignorant that he has to be told 
the difference between a noun and a 
verb be studying Greek at all? The 
average person who has a high school 
education or less should probably be 
studying something else. 

But to the intelligent person who 
can overlook the exasperation of the 
low-pitch, this correspondence course 
in New Testament Greek could be an 
exciting and refreshing thing. 


A MILLION A DAY 


Jerome Beatty, Jr., has written a 
book called “Show Me the Way to 
Go Home: The Commuter Story.”

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quickly apparent that it wouldn’t be 
possible to tell the whole story when 
there was obviously a book in each 
train ride, and when each rider felt 
there was a book in his own experi- 
ences alone. More than half a million 
commuters have at least one anecdote 
to tell when they reach the office in 
the morning, and one more to add 
when they get home at night.

For example, this morning I was 
jotting down phrases on a work sheet 
in preparation for writing a radio ser- 
mon on Romans 15:13, “May the God 
of hope fill you with all joy and peace 
in believing, so that by the power of 
the Holy Spirit you may abound in 
hope.” I take one paragraph out of 
three pages of jottings. This text can 
be entitled, “The Blessed Life.” The 
source of that life is the God of hope; 
the measure of that life is to be filled 
with all—completely filled; the qual- 
ity of the life is all joy and peace; the 
condition of that life is believing; the 
purpose of that life is that we might 
abound; the enabling of that life is 
divine power; the director of that life 
is the Holy Spirit. I know that I will 
write at least two studies on that out- 
line, studies that will be broadcast 
over NBC. There will be thousands of 
people who will listen, and the effect 
in each one of these lives could make 
a volume—which would stretch the 
library shelves by many a stack. 

The last verse in John’s gospel is 
literally true. When Jesus Christ was 
here He started a chain reaction of 
blessing (and condemnation) that will 
keep on rippling throughout eternity. 
And I shall never truly know Him un- 
til I have seen how He shines from 
every facet of every life that has been 
touched by Him.

The cartoon of the year showed Bulganin and 
Khrushchev with hands dripping with the blood of 
Hungary, saying, “Let’s wash them in the Suez.” The 
man of the year was Nasser. There were world-wide 
reactions against Russia’s course in Hungary. 
1957 was the second most impor- 
1957 tant year of the 20th century. The most 
important had been 1945, the year of the first atomic 
bomb, which changed the course of all world history in 
a single second. 1957 was the year sputnik had arrived. 
The space age had begun. Public opinion and the vote of 








the U.N. forced England and France out of Egypt, and 
the victorious Israeli army moved back from the 
peninsula of Sinai. Oil was discovered in the Sahara, 
an event which was to turn the economy of France 
downside up and make her economic rise very rapid. 
Khrushchev emerged as number one man in Russia. 
In 1958 Israel was ten years old and 
growing stronger, the secret terror of 
the Arab world. Syria and Egypt formed the United 
Arab Republic. Iraq moved from kingdom to republic, 
or rather, military dictatorship. The U.S. and Britain 
landed troops in Lebanon and Jordan but soon they 
were able to withdraw. This firm action served notice 
that we would accept war rather than cede to Russia 
in the Near and Middle East. De Gaulle came to power 
in France and by swift action unified the French 
hegemony in Africa, winning all with the exception of 
Guinea. The Pope died and the new Pope took the 
name of a previous John XXIII, thereby thrusting out 
of the papal line a Pope who had contended that coun- 
cils were superior to the Vatican. The U.S. got its 
sputniks into orbit, and a submarine sailed under the 
north polar ice-cap. The most important event of the 
year was the rapid emergence of China and the over- 
shadowing of Khrushchev by Mao. This clearly made 
Mao the man of the year, though we noted at the 
time, that some would consider De Gaulle for that spot. 
The report on 1959 forms the main 
article in this issue of ETERNITY. If it 
is read at this point the whole sweep of the decade 
may be seen. 

To sum up. It was a decade in which many strong 
men went down. In South America five dictators passed 
from the scene: Odria of Peru; Jiminez of Venezuela; 
Pinilla of Colombia; Vargas of Brazil; and Peron of 
Argentina. Stalin died and was demythologized by 
Khrushchev. The most important events of the decade 
have to be selected in terms of things and peoples. As 
for things, the decade was that of the hydrogen bomb 
and missiles into space. As for peoples, the rise of 
China to her increasing place of leadership, and the 
fusion of one-quarter of the world’s population in a 
government that gave promise of being stable even 
though inhuman, bestial and vicious, was the single 
event of greatest important that overshadows even the 
ferment among Africa’s 300 million people. Africa lies 
under a score of flags with people who speak several 
hundred dialects and a score of trade languages. China 
is under one flag and has a common language. Its 
leaders are highly civilized in the civilization of modern 
weapons and methods. 

Who are the men of the decade? There are no candi- 
dates from the southern hemisphere, none from Africa, 
none from the older nations of Europe. Stalin died too

early in the decade to be called man of the decade. 
General Mao came too late to hold this position, 
though he may well be the man of the sixties. 

The only other candidate for the post of man of the 
decade is the President of the United States, Dwight 
David Eisenhower. His influence in the previous decade 
was that of a man of war, chief of all the generals in 
the western world, and the symbol of the world’s long- 
ings for peace. This is why he was received with ‘such 
triumph in his trips across the world at the end of the 
decade. Rising above the cynical materialism of his 
own country he embodied the aspirations of the simple, 
religious masses of his countrymen, and presented a 
face toward the world which all held to be the face of 
integrity, honor and unflinching devotion to the right. 

Let me tell a simple story about Eisenhower that I 
do not believe has been published, but is well worth a 
place in his history. Four or five years ago the President 
attended a breakfast at which a soloist sang “What a 
friend we have in Jesus.” At the close of the meeting 
Eisenhower invited the speaker to ride back to the White 
House with him, in order to talk on the way. He said, 
“T enjoyed that breakfast—the message, the prayer, and 
that hymn. You know, that is one of my favorites. 
In the morning when I get into my shower I often sing 
a hymn, and many a time I sing that one. I can’t 
sing much but I love to bumble along with something 
like that.” And then the President quoted the first 
stanza: 

“What a friend we have in Jesus 
All our sins and griefs to bear; 


What a privilege to carry 
Everything to God in prayer.” 


We gladly call Dwight David Eisenhower the man 
of the decade. His actions with Khrushchev showed 
him to be immensely the superior of the Russian in 
every field. And the nation and the world owes him a 
debt of gratitude for inviting Khrushchev to attend 
church with him on that Sunday morning at Camp 
David. If ever a man had an excuse to stay home from 
church Eisenhower had that excuse. Nobody could 
have criticized him in view of the fact that Khrush- 
chev’s visit was to end in a few hours, and the time 
might be considered as necessary for the talks. But no, 
the President said, “I am going to church. Would you 
like to go with me?” And when the dictator said, “What 
would my people think of me?” Eisenhower left him, 
in violation of what might be considered proper eti- 
quette, and went to bow humbly as a worshiper. It was 
an example to the nation, it was a witness to the world. 

And perhaps, as this decade draws to a close, it can 
be said of Eisenhower more than it can be said of any 
man since George Washington, that he was first in war, 
first in peace, and first in the hearts of his countrymen. 
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THE LAST year of the decade comes to a close. We

tences to those who signed for visas after the government had announced that 
visas would be granted. ; 

The Arab world continued in ferment. Nasser seemed to be gaining in common 
sense, and while the first of the Russian technicians were arriving in Egypt at 
year’s end to begin the construction of the Aswan dam, Nasser was also making 
many friendly gestures towards the West, denouncing Communism in Syria and 
saying that it was the enemy of Arab nationalism. 

As the early months of the year unfolded, I thought that events in Iraq might 
be the most important of the year, and that Kassem might be the man of the 
year. But before long, though it looked at first as though Kassem would hand 
Iraq over to the Communists, there had been reversals. Kassem drew back, 
seemed to see the danger of Communism, and then was shot by an assassin who 
failed to kill him. Alive he was able to stem the tide of Communism for the : 
moment. He did make contacts with British firms for 20 industrial projects, but 
with the condition that he would have Soviet technical aid. At year’s end he and 
Nasser were not crying so much against each other. Perhaps both had realized 
that friendship between Arab peoples might be more important than getting a few 
questionable rubles with strings attached. 

In Africa everything was in ferment. From many points of view it was Africa’s 
year, and with the speed of modern events and the direction in which they are 
moving the man of the year might soon be an African. 

De Gaulle had started the movement by offering independence to any of the 
French colonies that would vote for it. The fact that all except Guinea had re- 
mained within the French commonwealth was a feather for de Gaulle. But the 
Africans didn’t find the road to self-government easy. Across 
half the continent riots broke out; blood flowed in a score B Y 
of cities. For the most part it was not black against white 
but black against black. Political parties 


rose and their leaders were not above warring DON A } D 
against whatever opposition showed itself.

To the astonishment of all in the Cameroons, the 
former German colony of Togoland which had been 
held by the French since the end of World War I, 
voted against union with the Cameroons which re- 
ceives its full liberty in 1960. Quickly the United 
Nations was forced to set up interim government for 
the slender strip of land. 

In the Belgian Congo riots were especially fierce. 
Africans moved against the Belgians and against the 
Roman Catholic Church. Protestant works were uni- 
versally spared. This can be understood when it is 
realized that the Roman Church worked hand in hand 
with the Belgian government; in fact Jesuits often 
ran the government. Nationals could see little differ- 
ence between the state and the church. Protestants 
were, for the most part, non-Belgians and had no 
interest in sustaining a national control. They had 
done an important thing: conveyed to the nationals 
the understanding that the gospel has nothing to do 
with government, but that a man can belong to Christ 
without any thought of nationality or type of govern- 
ment. 

When 4,000 French pulled out of Guinea, Nkrumah 
of Ghana saw an opportunity and with Toure of 
Guinea declared the union of the two countries. As 
one was in the English-speaking trade and monetary 
block and the other in the French bloc, the reality of 
the union was in doubt. One diplomat of Guinea said 
the union was an engagement and not a marriage. 

In South Africa the fearful repressions of the blacks 
and coloreds by the Dutch Boers kept the land in 
continual tension. There were riots and deaths. There 
were rays of hope. The churches of virtually every 
persuasion declared against the horrors of the segre- 
gation, and Dr. Jan van Aswegan, a member of the 
national assembly, declared strongly for full justice for 
the non-white populations, who, of course, are in 
their home continent and in a vast majority. 

In East Africa there were great difficulties and a 
British parliamentary commission declared that British 
officials were in the wrong and the Africans were in 

‘the right. There was wild debating in London, but 
the government, facing an election, was strong enough 
to stifle the matter and leave it to blow up in another 
year. In Kenya the Mau Maus were granted an am- 
nesty and the colony had an uneasy peace. 

Haile Selassie took a trip to Moscow and through 
Russia and came back to reveal several things in his 
speech from the throne on the 29th anniversary of his 
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coronation. He said that Ethiopia “has a duty to ful- 
fil towards her African brethren struggling for free- 
dom and independence,” and she “will aid in building 
an indestructible unity of African peoples.” I do not 
believe that such a unity is in the line of Bible 
prophecy, but something is in that line which causes 
us to listen closely when the Emperor continued by 
saying that Ethiopia had accepted a 400 million ruble 
loan which had been “so generously offered by the 
great and friendly Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics.” He also announced that a Russian mission is 
soon expected to arrive in Ethiopia to work out the 
details of projects and methods of implementing the 
credits, and that there would be economic missions 
from Czechoslovakia and Italy also. 


OIL IN THE SAHARA 


The Sahara desert was in the news most impor- 
tantly. Vast oil reserves had been discovered there 
and the first of the pipe lines to the Mediterannean 
had begun to gush 250,000 barrels of crude each day 
to the town of Bougie in Tunisia. Similar pipe lines 
are within a few weeks of opening, and France will 
soon pass from the group of “have not” nations to the 
group of “haves.” The Sahara is also to be the site 
for the early explosion of the first French atomic bomb. 

De Gaulle’s bold plan for Algeria seemed to have 
possibilities of success. Laws had been changed. The 
free vote was offered to all. Algeria could even vote 
for independence if it wished. This caused the people 
to think twice because they know that Morocco has 
not been able to get along without French technical 
help in almost every department of modern life and 
they realize that Algeria would be chaos without 
France. Under the new marriage laws Muslim women 
cannot be married without their consent. No longer 
can a Muslim husband divorce his wife unilaterally. 
Algerian divorce law is now almost like that of Europe. 

Crossing over to the continent of Europe we find 
that there are evidences that the situation in Spain is 
crumbling. For the first time strong opposition to Franco 
has shown itself openly. 

France had made such a great come-back econom- 
ically that she was. in the best financial position for 
decades. For the first time she was exporting more to 
the United States than she was importing and her new 
currency may soon be stabilized. With her new secur- 
ity in the possession of large quantities of oil which 
she would soon be shipping to Italy, Spain, Belguim 
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and Germany, her position had completely changed 
and she seemed once more a nation of virility and not 
of old age. 

Across the channel the conservative party was again 
in power after a sweeping victory over labor. It was a 
clear victory for self-interest. The campaign had been 
fought on the platform of “We’ve never had it so 
good.” Many letters to the Times bemoaned the fact 
that there was nothing in the campaign beyond the 
greed and self-interest of men. Britain, too, had a 
favorable trade balance and at the end of the year 
removed restrictions that have kept her citizens at 
home. The British may now travel freely and take 
money with them. There are no more strings on 
British currency. It is freely interchangeable. In Oc- 
tober, for the first time, British exports passed the 
billion dollar mark. Britain also had a program which 
put her ahead of both the United States and Russia 
for the peaceful use of atomic power. This might be 
of very great importance if the shooting-war is post- 
poned and the cold war turns to an economic phase. 

An event—perhaps the most important of the year 
—was the consolidation of the European customs 
union. France, Germany, Italy and the Benelux coun- 
tries were now in economic bond. Volkswagens can 
be sold in France and Simcas in Germany without 
any import taxes. The same is true of all goods. This 
is so important that the British, who knew the economic 
consequences of being outside this union, got together 
what they call “the outer seven.” Together with the 
Scandinavian trio, Spain, Portugal and Greece, they 
are seeking to break down economic barriers in these 
seven countries. 


NEW SPIRIT IN EUROPE 


Most important is a great psychological change 
which is taking place on the continent. Scores of ob- 
servers have reported the new spirit which is evident 
throughout Europe. This summer there were tens of 
thousands of students who traveled throughout the 
continent—Scandinavians to Italy and France, Italians 
to France and Germany and Germans everywhere. 
All reports indicate that there was complete fraterni- 
zation, and that the common message was, “We are 
Europeans—we are not French or German or Italians 
or Dutch—we are Europeans. In the light of the Bible 
prophecies of a revived Roman empire, covering the 
continent, this is a most interesting development. When 
Bismarck succeeded in establishing a customs union 
among the scores of little duchies and principalities, 
people stopped thinking of themselves as Bavarians, 
Hessians, Prussians and the like, and began to think 
of themselves as Germans. A parallel situation is de- 
veloping in Europe. 
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When we go to South America we find a continent 
in ferment. Brazil is developing a civilization that 
may one day takes its place among the top four, with 
Russia, China and the United States. She has the re- 
sources, she has the people, she has the will to move 
forward. It is only a matter of time. The chronicler 
who writes of the 60’s may have a different balance 
of power to describe. 

In Cuba, little Fidel Castro was enacting Aesop’s 
fable of the frog that wanted to be an ox. He had not 
yet burst, but his face was red. 

When we go to the continent of Asia, we stop to 
listen to a few wise words from the President of 
Turkey. Reviewing Turkish foreign policy as he opened 
the new session of Parliament in Ankara, Bayar 
warned the west against over-hasty disarmament. He 
said that all plans for disarmament which did not in- 
clude an effective control system covering both nu- 
clear and conventional weapons were “mere political 


* literature” and “a policy of delusion serving the inter- 


est of malevolent men.” 

Passing to the Middle East we have events of great 
importance. The inhabitants of south-west India had 
voted a Communist government into power a year or 
two ago. By the middle of this year the government 
was such a failure that riots put an end to the govern- 
ment and the central power of India intervened to 
establish a government in which the Communists play 
a decidedly reduced part. This is the first serious 
check to Communism when it has been established in 
the midst of a free world without direct contacts with 
Moscow or Peking. 

Where nations touched China or Russia there were 
difficulties. The Russians were broadcasting 70 hours 
a week in Persian beamed into Iran, and it was neces- 
sary to exercise all domestic force to keep the country 
in liberty. 


YELLOW COLONIALISM 


The task of the anti-Communists and the neutrals 
was made a little easier by China’s ruthless show of 
force in Tibet. What Hungary had done for the West, 
Tibet was now doing for us in Asia. The expulsion of 
the Dalai Lama, and his entry into refuge in India had 
a profound effect on all of Asia. The shock was that 
they were face to face with “yellow colonialism.” The 
Times of Indonesia said, “The picture of Asians kick- 
ing Asians around is not a prospect that pleases.” 
The Rangoon Nation editorialized, “This is not a time 
for neutrality.” 

In India, Nehru, the great neutral, was finding his 
path difficult. He was booed as he passed through 
certain cities and as he stood to make speeches. In- 
dividuals in the street and delegates in congress as 
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“K. got a cool Chinese reception.’ 


well as editors of daily papers and monthly magazines 
called upon him to make a strong stand against China. 
This pressure grew greater as the year drew towards 
its close and Chinese troops had crossed the border 
into India and occupied hundreds of square miles of 
Indian territory. 

When Christian Herter made his surprise statement 
that the U.S. would be neutral in the border dispute, 
it shocked many of the world’s editors. While Herter 
deplored the use of force by China, he said that the 
United States had not taken sides in the matter. Per- 
haps he was exercising shrewd pressure on Nehru and 
showing him that neutrality could be a sword that 
could cut two ways. 

Meanwhile, the Chinese had occupied Tibet, were 
ruthlessly killing the male population and were forc- 
ing the Tibetan women to bear at least one child by a 
Chinese father. Along China’s other borders the pres- 
sure was also felt. The trouble in Laos stemmed from 
Chinese incitement. The Chinese succeeded in having 
both North Korea and North Vietnam replace Soviet 
and East European advisors by Red Chinese. China 
also succeeded in signing Russia to an agreement to 
build 78 industries spread throughout the oriental na- 
tion. 


THE AWAKENING GIANT 


There have been those who almost chortled with 
glee that China did not live up to all her production 
schedules last year. But such an attitude is completely 
unrealistic in the light of known facts. To deny China’s 
economic growth is nothing more than self-delusion. 

John Strohm, the only American correspondent to 
have visited Red China, wrote in Look on “What 
I Saw and Why I’m Worried:” “I went because I do 
not believe we in the U.S. can ignore this awakening 
giant. What I saw convinced me that Red China, in 
the next few years, will influence us more than any 
other nation. I saw a people firmly under Communist 
control, far more unified than the China I had visited 
20 years ago. And I doubt that any nation has ever 
experienced such a profound revolution as this ancient 
land is going through. I saw a Hate-America campaign 
without parallel in history. It is being used to spur 
China’s millions—one-fourth of the people on earth— 
to work, hate and make material progress at a rate 
that may soon challenge the U.S. and Russia.” 

A year ago I drew the wrath of several people who 
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were angered that I chose General Mao as man of 
the year—the man who most influenced human his- 
tory in 1958. I am more than ever sure that I was 
right. This has been proved in several ways. The most 
important way in which this has been proved—and 
this is one of the most important facts of 1959—was 
the cool way in which Khrushchev was treated on his 
visit to China. He flew from his conference at Camp 
David with President Eisenhower, directly to Peking, 
with only a few hours’ stop-over in Moscow. 

Life wrote of his Peking visit: “There were times 
during his visit to Red China, when Nikita Khrush- 
chev must have wished he were back in the cornfields 
of Iowa, enjoying the hospitality of his capitalist en- 
emies. . . He got a cool Chinese reception. The Chinese 
press, which had barely mentioned his American tour, 
paid scant attention to his arrival in China. Khrush- 
chev called for peaceful economic rivalries instead of 
war and hinted the U.S. should be lived with. But the 
Chinese, feeling their growing strength and faced with 
the need for expansion in Asia, had little use for his 
new role as peacemaker. . . When the four-day visit 
was ended, K. flew home, still talking of peace, but 
leaving the world wondering if, after all, Big Brother 
Khrushchev was really still his little Chinese Brother’s 
keeper.” 

China, now 650,000,000 strong, is expanding at the 
rate of 20 million a year, with 5,000 miles of frontiers 
with Russia, bordering on very low-populated areas. 
The Russians have been invaded by oriental armies in 
the past, and must have remembered these invasions 
when Mao Tse-tung predicted that “when the people’s 
revolution has been victorious in China, the Outer 
Mongolian Republic will automatically become part 
of the Chinese Federation.” That is a statement that is 
just as war-like as if he had said, “When we have 
completed our revolution, Alaska will automatically 
become part of the Chinese Federation.” 

One of the most important facts of 1959 is that 
Khrushchev was nothing more than a visitor to China. 
An official, when asked what Khrushchev would do at 
the Peking celebration, replied shortly, “This is the 
tenth anniversary of the Republic of China, not Khrush- 
chev day.” 

None of this mitigates the appalling horror of the 
Chinese communes. The Reds now claim that 99% of 
China’s peasants are molded within 26,000 communes, 
which formerly were in 740,000 cooperatives, which 
were, in turn, in millions of home-centered families. 

A high Polish official said, “Thank God for the 
U.S.S.R. buffer state, which stands between us and the 
Chinese;” and Khrushchev reportedly said to an Ameri- 
can who cannot be quoted, “You should thank God”—

HE UNITED States has 100 million church members. It furnishes 


: two-thirds of the Protestant foreign missionary force in the world 
it and provides three-fourths of the funds. Missionaries are scattered 
y from Tahiti to Timbuctoo. Christians are worshiping and witnessing in 
: practically every country on earth. Yes, the universal Christian Church 
: is a thrilling fact of our time. 

And yet we face a stupendous unfinished task. The world’s popu- 
e lation, three times as large as at the opening of the 19th century, is 
f now growing at such a terrific rate, that the proportion of Christendom 
| may decrease by the end of this century from one-third to one-fifth. 
‘ From these facts can we deny that America has a unique spiritual 


destiny? Can we deny that we have a special world mission? Can we 
deny that the responsibility for world evangelization rests upon us 
more than on any other people? 

It seems undeniable. But the more we think about it the more un- 


easy we become. 




















America’s position in world affairs—our resources, 
our wealth, our food surpluses, our idealism, our gen- 
erosity, our national pride—all add to the complexity 
of the problem. 

Christianity was born in a tiny, oppressed nation of 
the Roman Empire; the first missionaries were lowly 
Jews; the first believers, as Paul said, were “not many 
wise according to worldly standards, not many power- 
ful, not many of noble birth.” Centuries later the Ro- 
man Church inherited the mantle of empire and built 
up a system of earthly power against which the Re- 
formers raised a mighty protest. 

Do we want America to become an imperial center 
(even though we call it a spiritual center) of the 
world-wide Protestant movement and missionary enter- 
prise? This is a greater danger than we may think. 


NOT CHRISTIAN ENOUGH 


An observer from overseas remarked: “Your Chris- 
tianity is too American, and your Americanism is not 
Christian enough.” Perhaps he was expecting too much 
from what is only a fractional Christian nation, and 
yet his words hide a sharp sting. 

Around the world, the U.S.A., regarded as a Chris- 
tian nation, is making a variety of impressions both 
good and bad, wise and foolish, benevolent and sinis- 
ter. We are respected and feared, liked and hated. 

What the United States as a nation does profoundly 
affects our Christian mission of evangelizing the world. 
And this is the problem. How can our nation, tangled 
in a network of relationships, caught between frighten- 
ing dilemmas of our nuclear age, immersed in sundry 
political and racial tensions, how can our nation live 
up to its name and claim of being Christian in the 
ethics of its foreign policy and in its posture before the 
world? 

Can the Christians in America so influence our cul- 
ture—its literature, art, music, business, entertainment, 
advertising, etc.—that it will in some degree bear a 
Christian stamp and give a Christian witness? 

If not, our efforts to preach the gospel will be 
weakened or even negated. Why? Because the impact 
of our national and social creeds and our ethical stand- 
ards will be far less than Christian. 

Likewise, our failure to achieve equality of races 
and classes speaks louder to nations and people in 
ferment than any sermons that we preach. The lynch- 
ing of one Negro is front-page news in Africa, and 
Little Rock is well known around the world. 

Certainly, the gospel is a potent leaven in our Ameri-

can life, but facts and events are more influential than 
fine words. 

On the other hand, while we seek to make our na- 
tional witness more Christian, we must not let our 
Christian faith become a mere vehicle for the Ameri- 
can way of life. Christianity must never become merely 
a convenient tool for politicians. It must be far more 
than a national cult. 

In this land of privilege we need a Christianity 
which will ever and always judge our political, eco- 
nomic, intellectual and social systems. Only thus can 
God use America to help save the world. 

A second channel for Christian witness to the world 
is through the large number of Americans who now 
live abroad and through the visitors from other lands 
who come for study or other purposes to our shores. 
No longer is the professional Christian missionary the 


chief representative of the United States in foreign . 


countries. The number of Americans traveling abroad 
now reaches 1.5 million a year. Well over one million 
American soldiers and airmen are serving outside our 
boundaries. The Department of State has 6,000 over- 
seas personnel and 34,000 civilian personnel in other 
public agencies. There,are about 25,000 U.S. business- 
men abroad, about 11,000 professors and students, 
3,000 working in international organizations and 
agencies, 1,000 in voluntary agencies and philan- 
thropic foundations, besides some 25,000 Protestant 
missionaries. In a few years a quarter of a million 
Americans may be working abroad. 

It is easy to see the potentialities, for or against 
Christian influence, of this expanding American mili- 
tary, diplomatic and business army. The Ugly Ameri- 
can, a novel based on fact, caricatures the lack of 
knowledge and imagination, the inability to adapt to 
other cultures, the pride and self-righteousness, of 
some Americans in dipolmatic service and technical aid 
overseas. 


OSTENTATIOUS DISPLAY 


Too often the American standard of living seems to 
other peoples an ostentatious display of luxury and cre- 
ates a barrier between Americans abroad and those 
among whom they live. Few Americans learn the lan- 
guage or the customs of the country where they serve. 

The rapid growth of Islam in Negro Africa is due 
largely to the example and influence of Muslim traders 
who live simply and unostentatiously as they travel, 
speak the language, display their wares in public 
places, and at definite times each day unroll the mat 
and pray toward Mecca. 

What is the corresponding prayer mat of the 
American diplomat or businessman or student abroad? 
By what pattern of worship or behavior does he testify 
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to his religious creed? Let us not minimize the mis- 
sionary possibilities of this growing American exodus 
to lands around the earth. 

Nearly 40,000 students from more than 100 coun- 
tries are enrolled at various universities and schools in 
the United States. Among them are a considerable num- 
ber of Christians who seek understanding and friend- 
ship in our churches and Christian groups; and many 
others who will carry back to their native lands some 
impressions, favorable or otherwise, of the religious be- 
liefs and practices of our country. Certainly, we have a 
mission to this important cross-section of the world. 

I have already mentioned the missionaries. A total 
of $150 million was contributed last year to their sup- 
port and their work. When we think of the schools and 
colleges, hospitals, leprosaria and clinics, agricultural 
centers, social service programs, works of relief and 
mercy, planting and nurture of new churches and all 
the means used for proclamation of the Christian evan- 
gel, the dedication of this host of missionaries in cities 
and villages, in places of quiet and places of turmoil, 
in all kinds of loving and sacrificial ministry, we can- 
not but be deeply moved. These workers on the fron- 
tiers are indeed an answer of American Protestants to 
Christ’s Great Commission and to the spiritual hunger 
of mankind. 


LESS HAPPY SIDE 


There is another, less happy, side to this American 
missionary outreach. Altogether, 221 Protestant boards 
or societies support missionaries overseas, and 108 
others raise funds but do not send missionaries. These 
agencies represent a wide variety of denominational and 
interdenominational backgrounds and many different 
theological points of view, along with many different 
theories and methods of missionary work. The result too 
often is wasteful competition and, more unfortunate, 
mutual suspicion and misunderstanding. 

The effect in a great number of non-Christian lands 
is a confused picture of what the Christian message 
and program really is. 

Writing in Christianity Today, a missionary of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance deplores the fact that 
143 different mission groups went to Japan after World 
War II, twice as many as before the War, each with its 
own setup and promotional program. About 100 of 
these missionary societies are from North America. 
The writer calls for more praying, planning and ac- 
complishing together; let us place unity before denomi- 
national loyalty. 

If our missionary bugle gives an uncertain sound, 
how can we inspire the younger Christian communities 
of the world to battle unitedly and victoriously against 
the mighty forces of unbelief and evil? 
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The dominance of the American form of Christian- 
ity in the universal Christian mission is not neces- 
sarily a blessing. Our mission is not to Americanize the 
world, nor should it be to evangelize the world by 
means of American missions only; we could not pos- 
sibly succeed in such an effort. 

Rather, we should plan and work constructively with 
all groups in all lands who are dedicated to the evan- 
gelistic and missionary task, identify ourselves as much 
as possible with them, and demonstrate a Christian one- 
ness—not organizational uniformity but oneness of 
faith and purpose and spirit, oneness with freedom and 
freedom with oneness “so that the world may believe.” 

We have looked at three aspects of America’s Chris- 
tian world mission—the Christian witness of our na- 
tional life and culture; the witness of Americans living 
abroad and our Christian witness here to visitors from 
other countries; and the world-wide activities of Ameri- 


can missionary agencies. 


In none of these is our message, our testimony and 
our example as strong and clear as it should be. God 
has placed our nation in a position of leadership; He 
has given to the American people blessings and oppor- 
tunities far beyond our deserving. This is not a reason 
for boasting, but only for humble gratitude. It is only 
right that we should give generously, far more gen- 
erously than we are doing, in personnel and money to 
the world-wide Christian cause. 

Let us face the future with open eyes. Our nation 
could be shattered in another global war; it could, like 
ancient Rome, decline because of inner decay and moral 
corruption; it is possible that some great national calam- 
ity may befall us to discipline us and purify us. God’s 
chosen Israel did not escape suffering or even disaster. 
But it is also possible that the United States may be- 
come one of God’s chosen instruments to bear the 
Christian light and love to all humanity. 

What should be our philosophy of the Christian world 
mission? What positive things should we do? 

First, America ought to use its great wealth and 
power with wisdom, with gentleness and with humility. 
If we are to seek to be a Christian nation in the eyes of 
the world, then there must be in our national outreach 
and influence the mark of the Cross. 

The young indigenous churches are no longer colonies 
of western Christendom; they are not daughter churches 
but sister churches. They stand in their own right as 
missionary societies to their own communities. Let the 
United States receive what these 20th century churches 
of Asia, Africa and Latin America are prepared to 
give us, out of the riches of their new experience in 
Christ. Even the Christians of Soviet Russia and Com- 
munist China have something to teach us.

OST COLLEGE-EDUCATED readers probably have a 
dim idea of the Graf-Wellhausen hypothesis of 
Bible study. Its general effect, when it was believed, 
was to discredit most of the Old Testament, and es- 
pecially the books of Moses, as chopped-up conglom- 
erations of very late forgeries, rather than authentic 


documents of antiquity. I can briefly summarize its 
background, and its rise and fall, for the occasional 
reader who may be curious about it. 

Looking on the Bible as a collection of very old 


books, any man can see that it bears the marks of its

Book Review 


THIS IS MY GOD. Herman Wouk, 
Doubleday, 349 pp. $3.95.

Herman Wouk knows how to write. 
The author of The Caine Mutiny, 
Marjorie Morningstar, and other novels 
and plays has now written a personal 
book about the Jewish faith. I found 
it fascinating. 

Wouk is a delicate, sensitive spirit 
and writes with great devotion to his 
subject. He wins the respect of every 
reader and also creates a mild pity 
towards all Jews who do not live up 
to their religion. 

The greatest value of the book for 
a Christian is the summary he gives 
of the break-up of the higher criticism 
and a reenforcing of the concept of 
absolute reliability for the historic ver- 
acity of the Old Testament. His 
appendix, giving a summary of the Graf- 
Wellhausen theory of biblical criti- 
cism and the story of its rejection by 
all competent biblical scholarship is 
more than worth the value of this 
book. So important do we deem this to 
be that we have secured the permis- 


sion of the publishers to reprint this 
appendix in Eternity. 

As I read this book I found myself 
growing fonder and fonder of Herman 
Wouk as a person, wishing that he 
might be my next-door neighbor in- 
stead of dwelling on a lonely island 
in the Caribbean. I should love to spend 
some evenings with him and talk more 
about the Old Testament. For in spite 
of his great love for his faith, and in 
spite of his large knowledge of the 
Talmud and of the original Hebrew, 
he fails to grasp the true meaning of 
the Old Testament. The Holy Spirit 
gives us a description of the Jew who 
lives since the time of Christ, and it 
is a sorrowful thing to find so sincere 
a man proving the truth of the New 
Testament. In II Corinthians 3 after 
the setting forth of the manner of the 
giving of the law and the fact that it 
was to be superseded by the New Cove- 
nant, we read, “Since we have such a 
hope, we are very bold, not like Moses, 
who put a veil over his face so that the 
Israelites might not see the end of the 
fading splendor. But their minds were 
hardened; for to this day, when they 
read the old covenant, that same veil 
remains unlifted, because only through 
Christ is it taken away. Yes, to this day 


whenever Moses is read a veil lies 
over their minds; but when a man 
turns to the Lord the veil is re- 
moved.” 

Herman Wouk adopts the surface 
tradition that Moses is the center of 
the Jewish faith. He does not see that 
the Jewish faith began with Abraham 
and not with Moses. He does not see 
that God called Abraham and justified 
him before he gave the command to 
establish circumcision as the mark of 
the covenant. He does not see the all- 
important truth that Aaron was more 
important than Moses in the estab- 
lishing of the law, and that the blood 
of the lamb on the sacrificial altar 
was far more important than the giv- 
ing of the tables of stone. 

How did Moses find acceptance with 
God? Certainly not by observing the 
law but by having his brother, Aaron, 
kill a lamb and shed its blood for 
him. The law was not an ethical stand- 
ard by which men were to formulate 
their lives. The law was a presentation 
of the absolute perfections of God by 
which men, when they measured them- 
selves, were to see themselves as sin- 
ners, and so eligible for the free grace 
of God. The law, like the later ser-

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tious sections occur. Discrepancies exist in chronology, 
law, and episode. All this has been plain to Hebrew 
scholars ever since the canon was fixed. The Talmud 
abounds with discussion of the difficulties. Running 
commentaries on Scripture in students’ editions point 
them out. The explanations are sometimes convincing, 
sometimes forced. Commentators disagree with each 
other. They freely challenge the exegesis of the Talmud 
sages. The student in the end is left to decide about 
these things as well as he can. 

In the 17th century, when the Bible was used by 
theologians to block the advance of reason and of know- 
ledge, the emerging scientific intelligence in self-defense 
went at the Bible and trained its attack on these spots. 
So far as I know, the general theory of modern Bible 
criticism was first set down by Spinoza, in his Tractate 
on Theology and Politics, though he owed much to 
Hobbes. A Talmud student.in revolt, Spinoza knew his 
spots, and he had one of the sharpest minds—and pens 
—in centuries. 

Spinoza’s idea in a nutshell was that the Bible after 
all was literature, a book like any other book, though 
perhaps greater than most. It has not been written in 
black fire on white fire, untouchable and everlasting, by 
God. That was mere metaphor. It had been set down 
by human hands at different times with ink or parch- 
ment. It was therefore subject to literary analysis. Tra- 
ditions about its composition were not the final word. 
They might not be true. Rational scrutiny of the text 
would show the truth about its authors, and the facts of 
its origin. He outlined all the paraphernalia of what 
we now call the Higher Criticism: variations of style, re- 
peated passages, chronological discrepancies, oddities 
of grammar and vocabulary, arid so forth. He leaned 
much on an orthodox Hebrew commentator of great 
stature, Ibn Ezra, often taking the difficulties pointed 
out by Ibn Ezra and putting new corrosive interpreta- 
tions on them. 

This gate that Spinoza opened in 1670 was at first a 
passage to nothing but trouble. Writing in this vein in- 
vited abuse, prosecution, ostracism, and possible im- 
prisonment or even death. But within a century Voltaire 
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went crashing through the opening and bulldozed a 
broad path. After Voltaire, rational analysis of the 
Bible was any man’s game, and the run was on. 

The distinction of first proposing forgery as an im- 
portant motive in the composition of Scripture belongs, 
I believe, to a German theologian named de Wette, 
who in 1806 published a scathing attack on the reli- 


. ability of the Book of Chronicles. But the forgery 


theory of Scripture documents will always be linked 
with the name of another German, a history professor 
named Julius Wellhausen, who extended the range of 
de Wette’s forgers to cover practically all Scripture. The 
Torah of Moses, in particular, Wellhausen argued, was 
a multi-layered fake from the first word to the last. 

Wellhausen originated little, and he gave due credit 
to his predecessors. The general idea of the Wellhausen 
theory, derived. for the most part from Astruc, de 
Wette, and Graf, was that the Old Testament had 
been in large measure doctored, phonied, or badly 
counterfeited by the priestly canonizers under Ezra in 
the time of the Second Temple. They pretended to fix 
a canon of Israel’s existing sacred books. They really 
performed a work of massive manufacture with one 
end in view: to shore up their own claims to power and 
money. 

Their main aim was to perpetuate a single false- 
hood: that Moses had legislated, and Solomon had 
put in effect, central worship at one sanctuary: the 
Tabernacle, and later the First Temple. Wellhausen 
said there had never been a tabernacle. The descrip- 
tion in Leviticus, full of antique words and details, was 
a forgery like the pseudo-antique poems of Chatterton 
and Ossian. The account of central worship at Solo- 
mon’s temple in the history book was also a mass of 
priests’ inventions. 

Starting from this premise, Wellhausen reared a new 
evolutionary vision of Israel’s history. There had been 
no revelation at Sinai. Moses was not the fountain- 
head of the faith. The Hebrew religion grew out of a 
crude anthropomorphic polytheism. Moses, if he ex- 
isted at all, thought himself the votary of a local thun- 
der god or mountain god, possibly a real piece of sacred 













stone (“Our Rock whose ways are perfect”). Gradually 
in Canaan the Prophets evolved a more purified faith; 
but this was hopelessly distorted and falsified by the 
forgers. 

To maintain this novel view, Wellhausen in 1875 
published his Prolegomena to the History of Ancient 
Israel, a panoramic work in almost 500 pages of close 
print, with perhaps 5,000 textual references to the Old 
Testament. He traversed the Hebrew Scriptures from 
the first word of Genesis to the last word of Chronicles, 
expounding his thesis by chapter and verse. For a gen- 
eration and more the Prolegomena took the field of 
Bible criticism and held it. Most Bible critics went 
down before it like ninepins. 


THE ALL-PURPOSE INTERPOLATER 


I have read Wellhausen’s Prolegomena, and I have 
checked all his textual references in the Old Testament 
in Hebrew. It may well be that I am the last man on 
earth who will ever accomplish this feat. The book is a 
museum piece now, and even young Bible scholars are 
not required to plow through it. But I thought I owed it 
to the readers of this discussion to perform the task. I 
will try to describe the book, which was for a while a 
sort of inside-out Bible for non-believers. 

Wellhausen starts by announcing his grand theme: 
the forging priests, the non-existent tabernacle, and 
the phony doctrine of central worship. Then he plunges 
into his main task: getting the Bible to retell its story, 
according to Wellhausen, in its own words. 

His method is simple, but the working out in detail is 
grandiose. Whatever passages of Scripture support his 
thesis, or at least do not oppose it, are authentic. 
Wherever the text contradicts him, the verses are 
spurious. His attack on each verse that does not sup- 
port him is violent. He shows bad grammar, or internal 
inconsistency, or corrupt vocabulary, or jerkiness of 
continuity, every time. There is no passage he cannot 
explain away or annihilate. If he has to change the 
plain meaning of Hebrew words he does that too. He 
calls this “conjectural eméndation.” 

Early in the game he seems to realize that he will not 
quite be able to shout down one haunting question: 
how is it after all that hundreds and hundreds of 
Bible verses refute his theory in plain words? Well- 
hausen answers this challenge by unveiling an extra- 
ordinary hypothetical figure, the Interpolater, a sort of 
master forger. Seeing across a span of 23 centuries, this 
man (or men) obviously anticipated the Wellhausen 
theory, and went through all of Holy Scripture care- 
fully inserting passages that refuted it! 

With the discovery of the Interpolater, Wellhausen’s 
difficulties were at an end. As a tool of controversial 
logic this figure is wonderful. Sections of the Bible that

appear to contradict Wellhausen are not only shorn of 
their genuineness, they turn around to become argu- 
ments in his favor. Wellhausen, of course, does not 
name the Interpolater. He does not even personify him 
as a single figure. He merely summons an interpolater, 
perhaps once on every other page, to do his duty. 
When all else fails Wellhausen—grammar, continuity, 
divine names, or outright falsifying of the plain sense of 
the Hebrew—he works an interpolater. 

This odd spook in priest’s clothing is really the key 
to the Prolegomena. It is of course quite possible that 
over thousands of years interpolations crept into the 
Hebrew holy books. But when a historian finds in a 
long stable text dozens and scores and hundreds of 
verses that directly contradict his pet theory about the 
text, and reaches the conclusion that this state of things 
proves a clairvoyant interpolater’s hand, his work 
seems to cross the red line into the curious literature 
of systemized delusion. 

The puzzle today is how such a work ever captured, 
even for a few decades, a serious scholastic field. But 
the history of science shows that any vigorously as- 
serted hypothesis can have a good run, in the absence 
of solid facts. The main thing, probably, was that in 
1875 evolution was in the air. The battles over Dar- 
win were still being fought, but it was obvious who was 
going to win. A theory that imposed evolution on Old 
Testament religion radiated chic and excitement, even 
though it stood the Bible on its head. Wellhausen’s job 
of documentation, shrill and twisted though it was, 
lacking any scientific precision, nevertheless was over- 
powering in its sheer mass of minute scholarly detail. 
His construction lasted, with increasing shakiness, until 
the 1930’s. It still lingers to some extent in popular 
culture, which does not turn on a dime. Serious Bible 
scholarship has dropped it. 


THREE-WAY ATTACK 


A three-way attack put the forgery theory in the dis- 
card. The first assault came from archaeology, which 
really began to show its first important results around 
1890. Wellhausen’s imagined state of early Hebrew 
culture turned out to be moonshine, once archaeology 
replaced his speculations with some facts. It was one of 
his major premises, for instance, that the art of writing 
was virtually unknown in Mosaic times. The archae- 
ologists found whole mounds of evidence to the con- 
trary. Mosaic tabernacle ceremony he had identified as 
very late practice, mostly post-exilic. Archaeology un- 
covered so many parallels in the surrounding cultures 
of Mosaic date that the Hebrew rites obviously fell in 
the same distant antiquity. The tabernacle itself was 
the kingpin of the Wellhausen theory. He had declared

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The world is full of fanciful notions regarding the after-life, and Christians are often confused by 


them. But what does the Bible actually teach? 


VERY Sunday, in church services the world over, 
Christians rise and repeat together the so-called 
Apostle’s Creed. Though frequently uttered in a me- 
chanical, unthinking fashion, once in a while a phrase 
will catch a worshiper’s fancy and make him think. 
One such line is the reference to the resurrection: 
“I believe in . . . the resurrection of the body .. .” 
Through the centuries, the Church has perennially 
affirmed this belief. 

However, as most of us ponder that future day 
when we shall have resurrection bodies, disturbing 
queries keep confronting us. What shall we look like? 
What form will the resurrection body take? Will we 
know one another in the after-life? This article is an 
attempt to come to grips with some of these puzzles.

In a sense, the body in which we shall rise again will 
be like our present body. Sameness is woven into the 
very idea of resurrection. After all, resurrection is a 
“living again” of what was dead; not something sim- 
ilar, but the same thing. Four days after Lazarus of 
Bethany was buried, Jesus called him forth in a resur- 
rection experience. Can you picture the absurdity of 
the situation if, when Jesus called “Come forth!”, 
Lazarus had appeared looking like Moses or Methu- 
selah or Nebuchadnezzar? No! Resurrection implies 
the rising of the same body as that which died. 

But, in what does this identity consist? That is, 
when we say that our future bodies will be like our 
present bodies, what do we mean? Obviously, not 
the same skin, fingernails or hair, for these things 
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change constantly throughout life. It is said that our 
bodies undergo a complete and almost imperceptible 
change on the average of every seven years. So even 
now, your body is not the same in its composition to- 
day as it was seven or fourteen years ago. 


BUT WHICH BODY? 


Actually, none of us has to be told this, as far as 
appearances go; photos do not lie! But, the actual 
consistency of the body must be taken into considera- 
tion when discussing the likeness of the future body 
to our present one. For we might well ask: like which 
body? Today’s? The one we had seven years ago? 
Fourteen years ago? Or, the one we shall have when 
death catches up to us? 

After which body shall the resurrection form be 
patterned? In what does the identity consist? Suppose 
we have a tray full of ice cubes. We melt the cubes 
and no longer have ice but water. We boil the water 
and no longer have either liquid or solid, but vapor. 
We condense the steam and once more have water. 
We freeze the liquid and it becomes solidified again. 
Or, we may break up the chemical formula into its 
component parts—hydrogen and oxygen. Then we 
have neither water, steam nor ice, but two chemical 
elements or gases. Yet, all the time, we are dealing 
with the same essential properties, manifested in dif- 
ferent forms. 

In a slightly different, but related, sense the whole 
question of the resurrection body may be considered. 
When we say that our resurrection bodies will be like 
our present bodies, we do not necessarily mean that 
the substance which now makes up our bodies will 
be the same substance of the future forms. It will not. 
There will surely be some difference in bodily con- 
sistency. Actually, the resurrection body will not be, 
particle-for-particle, the same as our present form. If 
it were, then for all eternity, every infant might always 
be an infant; every elderly man might still bear his 
wrinkles. There is no authority for this in Scripture. 

Two things we can confidently assert concerning 
the resurrection of the believer. The body will rise. 
And it will be the same body after the resurrection as 
before. However, the Bible does not say precisely in 
what that “sameness” will consist. Consider the Lord’s 
body, for example. After He had risen from the dead, 
His body looked the same as before, it would seem. 
The scars of the crucifixion were still there. It was 
solid to the touch for He said to His disciples: “Handle 
me and see, for a spirit has not flesh and bones as you 
see that I have.” Furthermore, that raised body could 
still eat broiled fish and honeycomb. 

Yet, at the same time, there was something dif- 
ferent. The risen Lord arrived and departed with the

doors and windows shut. He ascended into the air 
without any concern about the forces of gravity. In 
addition, the resurrection body of Jesus was not im- 
mediately recognized by appearance alone. You re- 
call, the disciples on the Emmaus Road did not know 
Him till He broke bread and they saw the scars in 
His hands. And Mary Magdalene thought Him to be 
the gardener. 

That there was an identity between the pre-and 
post-resurrection bodies of Christ no one can question. 
But there were also notable differences. So, it seems, 
it will be with our own resurrection bodies. They will 
be the same as we now possess. Yet, they will have 
some marked, characteristic differences before and 
after the resurrection. 

For one thing, today our bodies are constructed so 
that we may live on earth. Our breathing apparatus, 
digestive system, nervous mechanism and circulatory 
arrangement are all conditioned to the earth. If we 
were suddenly transported to another planet with a 
drastically different atmosphere or to no atmosphere 
at all, special preparations would be necessary for us 
to continue to exist. The earth-born body is not able 
to cope with other atmgspheric conditions. 

Similarly, we assume that some changes will be 
made in the present physical equipment we possess 
for earth living, when we attain the resurrection status. 
These changes will be made to help us conform to the 
new heavenly milieu. However, as long as we are ig- 
norant of future conditions—i.e., the environment of 
Heaven—+t is really futile to hint at what those changes 
may be in our physical make-up. 


SOME CHANGES 


In this connection, however, there are two rather 
interesting and suggestive passages of Scripture to 
which we might allude. At best, they only present an 
intriguing sidelight and we can, by no means, be 
dogmatic about their interpretation. But they may 
offer some food for thought. 

Jesus once said that in the resurrection the in- 
habitants of Heaven would neither marry nor be 
given in marriage. Is it at least possible that some 
basic change in human sexual outlook and habits 
might be indicated here? 

Then too, St. Paul indicated that flesh and blood 
would not inherit the Kingdom. While we realize that 
he may not have been speaking of literal flesh and 
actual red and white cells suspended in plasma, yet 
on the other hand, suppose he did have these in mind! 
If blood should not be the life fluid in the resurrection 
body, would there be any need for the organs of 
respiration, circulation and nutrition? 

Again, we can have no final answers to these ques- 
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tions. Perhaps it is sufficient to say that, in all prob- 
ability, our glorified bodies will not be encumbered 
by unnecessary organs nor hindered by limitations 
which are now important and necessary to maintain 
existence as we know it. 

It is logical to assume that the human form will be 
retained. Origen, the Church father, used to think 
that, since the circle was the perfect figure, we would 
all be circles or spheres in our resurrection body. Ob- 
viously, however, a circular or globular creature could 
hardly be recognized as human. On the Mount of 
Transfiguration, Moses and Elijah had human—not 
globular—forms as their resurrection bodies. Lazarus 
and Jesus both retained human shapes after their 
respective resurrections. We can be relatively certain 
that our bodies will also be human in form when we 
rise again. 


RECOGNITION IN HEAVEN 


It is also sensible to anticipate that the resurrection 
body will be far more expressive than the earthly form. 
As we well know, on earth recognition depends largely 
on physical appearance rather than voice or character. 
The tilt of the nose, color of the hair or eyes, shape of 
the head, carriage of the body and manner of walking 
—these are factors by which we recognize those whom 
we know. To be sure, we can verify a voice on the 
telephone or identify handwriting in a letter. But es- 
sentially, recognition is built upon physical appearance. 

In all probability, the resurrection body will not 
need to depend on physical appearance to be recog- 
nized. Rather, the aura, air, expression, bearing, char- 
acter and symbolism will convey identity. Or, we might 
say, intuitive knowledge. For instance, Mary Mag- 
dalene knew Jesus in the garden, not by His physical 
appearance, for she thought Him to be the gardener 
by appearance alone. But she recognized Him only 
by His voice, when He spoke the one word, “Mary!” 

Cleopas and his friend on the road to Emmaus 
realized Christ’s presence not by physical appearance 
—for they mistook Him for a stranger when they 
saw Him. They knew Him by His characteristic ges- 
ture, breaking bread, as well as by the scars on His 
hands. In a boat out on the Sea of Galilee, Peter could 
not see Jesus’ physical features as He walked along 
the shore in the morning mist. But, intuitively, Peter 
knew it was the Lord. Or, it may have been by the 
sound of His voice. Peter, James and John recognized 
the resurrection forms of Moses and Elijah even 
though they had never seen them before in life. They 
were known by their character, symbolic air or bear- 
ing. 

So, our resurrection bodies will be recognizable in a 
similar way. Not because we shall be identical carbon 
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copies of our present selves; we won’t! But because we 
shall bear an unmistakable characteristic about our- 
selves that will identify us to everyone else in Heaven, 
without any need for introductions. Thus, we shall 
know in the resurrection life not only our redeemed 
loved ones, but the saints of all the ages. 


WITHOUT SIN 


Finally, the resurrection body will be a “spiritual 
body.” St. Paul wrote in I Corinthians 15:44, “it is 
sown a natural (soulish) body; it is raised a spiritual 
body.” The whole of man’s life today, before he be- 
comes a Christian, is dominated and controlled by 
his soul, ego, self. He does what he wants to do because 
he wants to do it. His basic life is selfish to the core. 
Though he may consider his fellow-man occasionally, 
it is always he, himself, who comes first. This is so be- 
cause the unregenerate person is not governed by his 
spirit; his spirit died in Adam. The reigning principle 


* in his present existence is the soul and that is distorted 


and perverted in outlook by sin. Thus, he now has a 
“soulish body.” 

However, when a person becomes a Christian, in- 
stantly he has a new governing force in life. For God 
creates new life in the dead spirit and the Holy Spirit 
bears witness with man’s renewed spirit from that 
point forward. Theoretically, therefore, the Christian 
ought to live differently from his unsaved neighbor 
because he is in contact with the Spirit of God. Ac- 
tually, however—and unfortunately!—all too many of 
the Lord’s people are still content to be governed in 
this life by their souls or human natures. The result is 
a carnal attitude toward life, a being controlled by 
the selfish ego; a soulish body very little different from 
the unsaved. 

How distinct will be the resurrection body of the 
Christian, free from the disturbing influences of the 
old ego. With the divinely renewed spirit on the throne 
of the resurrection body’s life, the perfect will of God 
will forever be accomplished. This is why St. Paul 
styled this resurrection body a “spiritual body.” It 
will be fully surrendered to, and led by the new spirit, 
subordinate to the Holy Spirit of God. 

How glorious will be that resurrection day when 
these bodies of ours shall be re-fashioned and made 
like to Christ’s glorious body. 

“Our hearts be pure from evil, 

That we may see aright 

The Lord, in rays eternal 

Of resurrection light. 

And, listening to His accents, 

May hear so calm and plain 

His own ‘All Hail!’ and hearing, 

May raise the victor-strain.” 



















By popular request this message, originally given on the Bible Study Hour radio network last summer, 


is presented here for the edification of our readers. 


HE DEATH of Jesus Christ was not an afterthought 
T or an accident. It was not a surprise like the 
Battle of the Bulge in World War II when the Ger- 
man forces launched a surprise attack on our troops 
at Bastogne and disrupted the Allies’ time schedule. 
No angel ever rushed up to the throne of God and 
said, “Lord, the enemy has broken through left of 
center and our divisions are in retreat!” No, God has 
never been surprised. God knows the end from the 
beginning. Nothing has ever happened unless it has 
first passed through the will of God. The cross was 
definitely in the will of God. 

God says that He planned the cross of Christ be- 
fore He created the sun, the moon, and the stars: 
“You know that you were ransomed . . . not with 
perishable things such as silver or gold, but with the 
precious blood of Christ, like that of a lamb without 
blemish or spot. He was destined before the foun- 
dation of the world but was made manifest at the end 
of the times for your sake” (I Peter 1:18-20). 

Before the foundation of the world, suppose an 
angel had asked, “God, what are you going to do?” 

God would have replied, “I am going to create the 
sun, the moon and the stars, and I am going to put my 
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Son Jesus to death on one of those little pieces of dust 
that men will call earth.” 

“But you haven’t yet created the earth, and you 
plan to have Jesus die on it?” 

“That is right,” God would have said. 

The Bible teaches that before God created this 
earth, before there were any men, He planned that 
Jesus should become a man and die here on this 
earth. And thus we were redeemed not by money 
but by blood, and that it was according to the eternal 
plan of God. Yes, the mind of God planned the cross. 

After man was created and had sinned, God chose 
Moses to present the law. 

The job that God had for Moses might be compared 
to the job of an employee of the State Highway Depart- 
ment. This employee drives a little pickup truck, full 
of signs. As he drives along the road, he puts a sign 
here, “Thou shall not cross the yellow line.” “Don’t 
pass on the curve.” “Thou shall not exceed 50 miles 
an hour.” 

This was what Moses did. God Almighty did not 
plan for the human race to be saved by Moses. Moses 
merely put up the signs so that when you go too fast and 
God overtakes you, you cannot say, “I didn’t know.” 
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God says, “I put up these signs so you will know 
what My will is. I don’t want you to have other gods 
before Me; I don’t want you to make any graven 
images. I want you to honor your father and your 
mother. You shall not kill; you shall not steal; you 
shall not commit adultery; you shall not bear false 
witness.” This was the law that God established, but 
man, of course, habitually broke God’s law. Man 
sinned and sinned and kept on sinning. 

God wrote into His very law that the wages of sin 
is death. This is why a lamb had to be slain every 
morning and every night. Sunrise and sunset—blood. 
What for? In order to make you think, “Sin means 
death! Sin means death! Sin means death!” But we 
read, “Christ redeemed us from the curse of the law, 
having become a curse for us—for it is written, ‘Cursed 
be every one who hangs on a tree’” (Gal. 3:15). 
And so when we sin, it means death—either our 
death or the death of the Savior. : 

Let’s face it, your sin must be punished by death 
forever. And death means separation. When the body 
dies, it is the exit of the soul and spirit from the body. 
But the second death is the separation of the soul and 
spirit from God. When a man sins, his soul and spirit 
have to be put away from God. Men may call it Hell, 
but it means that we shall not see Him, because we 
willfully choose our own way. This is the worst of all 
sins—wanting our own way. So, the mind of God 
planned the cross, and the law of God demanded the 
cross. 


PROMISED BY GOD’S WORD 


Thirdly, the Word of God promised the cross. 

In one of the most beautiful stories in the Old 
Testament, God said, “Abraham, your son Isaac, born 
when you were 100 years old, is going to live and have 
children. And your children will be as the stars of the 
sky and as the sands of the sea. Do you believe me?” 

“Yes, I believe You,” said Abraham. 

“All right,” said God, “take Isaac up on the moun- 
tain and tie him to an altar and kill him. Offer him up 
as a living sacrifice.” 

“Now,” Abraham might have thought, “Isaac is 
not yet married, he is not a father, and God says he 
is going to have children. Now God tells me to sacri- 
fice him. Well, God, You have worked Your way 
into a corner and You will have to perform a miracle 
in order to keep from being a liar. Come on, Isaac! 
We are going to see a miracle!” 

When they parked the mule team at the bottom of 
the hill, Abraham said, “You stay here. I and the 
young man will go up the hill and we will return.” 
Thus he announced they both were coming down. 
When the boy asked, “But, Father, where is the lamb?” 
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Abraham answered, “God will provide himself the 
lamb for a burnt offering, my son” (Gen. 22:8). 

Then there is this beautiful verse: “So they went 
both of them together.” I see in this God the Father 
and God the Son going to Calvary: “They went both 
of them together.” No doubt Abraham said “My son, 
God has told me to do this,” and the son said, “It’s 
all right, Father, I love you and I trust you.” So 
Abraham tied the boy down and lifted up the knife. 
As the knife started to fall, God Almighty caught the 
arm of Abraham and showed him a ram in the bushes. 
God had provided a substitute. All of this is a pageant 
that God was having Abraham act out, the pageant 
of the gift by the father of an only son. 

When Abraham therefore cut the cords and Isaac 
rose from the altar, it pictured the Lord Jesus ‘Christ 
being raised from the dead. Oh how wonderful this 
is! As they went down the hill together, there was ful- 
filled that of which Jesus Christ later spoke, “Abra- 
ham saw my day and was glad.” 


DEMANDED BY GOD’S HOLINESS 


Fourthly, the cross was demanded by the holiness 
of God. 

In Mark 15:34, when Jesus was dying, He cried 
out, “My God, My God, why hast Thou forsaken me?” 

The question is often asked, Why did God the 
Father forsake Jesus Christ? The answer is simply 
this: God the Father forsook Jesus Christ so that He 
would not have to forsake you and me. God in His 
holiness was showing that sin must be crushed. And 
our sin is either going to be crushed in ourselves and 
will carry us away from God forever or our sin is put 
on Jesus and in our place He is crushed and we go to 
Heaven. Sin must be crushed and be punished. The 
holiness of God demanded that Jesus Christ die on 
the cross. 

Fifthly, the love of Gu! provided the cross. We 
all know John 3:16: “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son.” This love of God 
saw that sin had to be punished. Were all of us to be 
sent to Hell? No man would ever be in Heaven if God 
had not done something about it. Sin had to be pun- 
ished, and there was no other way. So God said, “I 
have planned to strike Christ and I will strike Him 
once for all.” Jesus died once for all. This is why 
Moses was not allowed to go into the promised land; 
He struck the rock twice. The rock, as we read in I 
Corinthians, symbolized Jesus Christ. So when Moses 
struck the rock twice it seemed to say that Christ 
would have to suffer twice. Oh, no, no, Jesus died 
once for all! Yes, the mind of God planned the cross, 
the law of God demanded the cross, the Word of God 
promised the cross, the holiness of God required the

cross, the love of God provided the cross and next 
the Son of God accomplished the cross. 

Jesus said, “I am the good shepherd. The good 
shepherd lays down his life for the sheep. . . . For this 
reason the Father loves me, because I lay down my 
life, that I may take it again. No one takes it from 
me, for I lay it down of my own accord” (John 10: 
11, 17, 18). 

No doubt you have heard people talk about the 
cross of Christ as though Jesus got into a trap and He 
couldn’t do anything about it. But Jesus said, “No one 
takes my life from me.” 

If you had been a doctor standing by the cross of 
Christ when Jesus died and someone had ordered 
you to sign a certificate of cause of death, what would 
you have put down? Loss of blood? Nonsense! Jesus 
said, “I am life.” You cannot put life to death. You 
would have to write as the cause of Jesus’ death, “He 
dismissed His spirit.” That was the cause of His death. 

During those six hours on the cross He offered one 
sacrifice for sin forever. It cannot happen again. This 
is why in the Communion service that we point out it 
is not a sacrificial service. When I take the bread and 
say, “This is my body broken for you,” I am not say- 
ing that I am putting Jesus to death again. To me that 
would be blasphemy. But I am saying this is a me- 
morial of that which He did back there in history, once 
for all. 

In the Bible, the cross of Christ separates all time 
into then and now. Ephesians 2:13 says, “But now in 
Christ Jesus you who once were far off have been 
brought near in the blood of Christ.” What changed 
once into now? The answer is, Christ died. 


ACCEPTED BY GOD’S JUSTICE 


The next point is, the justice of God accepted the 
cross. God the Judge is in Heaven, and Jesus has died. 
Is God satisfied? The crucifixion day passes; two days 
pass; three days pass, and Jesus is raised from the 
dead. The justice of God says, Paid in full! You and I 
have a receipt which guarantees that when we die we 
shall find nobody guarding the gate of Heaven. The 
door is open, and if you believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ you are welcome to come in. 

If some angel should come along and say, “But 
aren’t you a sinner?” we would answer, “What about 
this receipt? It says, ‘Paid in full.’ ” 

The angel would look at it and it would read, 
“Christ died. Christ rose again.” If it is paid in full, it’s 
paid in full. The justice of God has accepted it. 

Lastly, the grace of God gives it to us, and its bene- 
fits are for us today. Romans 3:24 says that we are 
“justified by his grace as a gift.” In the King James 
Version it is, “Being justified freely;” that Greek word

translated “freely” is found only twice in the New 
Testament. In the other place, Jesus says, “they hated 
me without a cause.” They wanted to run their own 
lives. When Jesus said, “This is what God wants, . . 
men said, “We will do as we please. We want our 
own way.” 

That same expression “without a cause” really says, 
“I give you salvation, justification, as a gift—without 
a cause.” And thus it is, Jesus Christ loved me with- 
out any cause in me. Was there really anything in me 
that caused God to love me? Not a thing. 

“Why did you love me, oh God?” 

God replies, “Don’t look within yourself to find the 
reason.” If you search in yourself for the reason why 
God loves you, you will look from one end of life to 
the other. “Why did You love me? O God, I have 
turned away from myself and I am looking at You to 
find the wonderful, wonderful thing in You that 
caused You to love me.” 

Why? Because God is love. 

Christ died once for all, the Cross of Jesus Christ 
was once for all. The mind of God planned it; the 
law of God demanded it; the Word of God promised 
it; the holiness of God required it; the love of God 
provided it; the Son Of God accomplished it; the 
justice of God accepted it, and the grace of God gave 
it to me and to you without a cause, freely, once for 
All.

HERE’S a dangerous trend today in evangelical 
T circles. It leads to disillusionment and to dis- 
ouragement. It imposes unattainable standards upon 
those whom it touches. The trend is that of publiciz- 
ing and widely heralding the conversion of spotlighted 
personalities in the theatrical, political or athletic 
world. 

The tragic result has been made shockingly ap- 
parent to me. A short time after an account of a well- 
known college athlete’s conversion was published in 
a Christian magazine, I had observed the young man 
in his natural surroundings, the dressing room of a 
large stadium. As I approached, I was eager for the 
fellowship of another believer. Imagine the shock when 
just as we were to be introduced the young man an- 
swered an abusive remark by a teammate with a 
stream of fluent profanity, blasphemous and obscene! 
Too stunned by this blow, I stumbled confusedly from 
the room. 

People want to know the hidden secrets of the 
lives of other people. Upon this very premise the 
society columnists, the show business reporters, the 
“confidential” informers have built their interest. And 
Christians have adapted this curiosity of the flesh for 
a peak at a performer’s privacy, so that it becomes a 
glorified spiritual prying into the thoughts, actions, 
and motives of any famous person whose personal 
relationship to Jesus Christ becomes nation-wide news 
in Christian circles. ; 

Setting upon a pedestal the conversion of any per- 
son removes from the gospel one of its inherent tenets. 
This is the fact that all men are equal in the sight of 
God, and that as lost, unregenerate beings, we all 
stand in the same position in relation to God, whether 
we be known or unknown to mankind. By publiciz-

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ing an account of the conversion of some outstanding 
or notorious person, we do offense to God who has 
equated all men by the same standard: man’s ac- 
ceptance or rejection of His Son, Jesus Christ, as 
Savior. 

Moreover, the young believer is often beset by 
seVere temptations and may fall into Satan’s snare. 
Bécause the new convert is a celebrity, such indis- 
cretion casts a shadow not only upon his testimony, 
but it brings shame to the entire Christian community. 
A professional boxer whose conversion was the sub- 
ject of news articles in both the secular and religious 
press is a case in point. His name was soon afterward 
blazing among front-page accounts of a criminal as- 
sault case. 

Unbelievers delight to point out such scandalous 
acts or displays of impropriety concerning professing 
Christians. That both the boxer and the college athlete 
were responsible before God for their actions is true. 
But the blame for the injury which the name of Christ 
sustained lies not alone in the failure of these highly- 
touted personagés to maintain a clean testimony. The 
blame must be shared by all of us who bally-hoo the 
conversion of a soul, weak and untutored in spiritual 
principles, susceptible to temptation even as all of us 
are. 

Perhaps it is our predilection for advertising the 
pérsonal work of grace done in the heart of any un- 
fortunately famous person that is driving some of these 
people into the treacherous area of “secret disciple- 
ship.” Here, in the shadows of inconspicuousness, 
they can comimune in treasured privacy with the Sav- 
ior without facing the klieg lights of public display. 
To this they would undoubtedly be subjected by over- 
enthusiastic opportunists who see the chance of filling 
auditoriums by announcing a personal appearance 
of this or that celebrity. Thereafter the convert is 
doomed to the fate of having his every movement 
(Continued on page 35) 


















What It Is 


Probably every Christian at some time has tried to cultivate his humility and in the process has be- 


come somewhat proud of the results. Truly no virtue has been so often misunderstood as this one.

OR SOME people, humility is a very clever way 

of making their mark in the world. How do you 

“win friends and influence people” anyway? Is it by 

being loud and belligerent, by talking about your own 

achievements, by playing party tricks in serious 
groups? 

No, of course not. To make your way in the world 
and get preferment, be humble. Listen intently to the 
other fellow, and agree with him wherever possible. 
Be quiet and unassuming; smile benignly even at your 
enemies. After all, did not Jesus say to avoid taking 
the head seat at a table? If you wish to get to the top 
in any profession, take the lowest seat. Rest assured, 
someone will come along to reward your lowliness by 
taking you forward. 

But this is certainly not biblical humility. 

Such an unhealthy humility is pictured very ade- 
quately in Charles Dicken’s David Cooperfield, where 
Uriah Heep is seeking his own advancement. Do you 
recall this gentleman’s “lean and hungry look,” his 
sallow complexion, clammy handshake, his slick black 
hair? Uriah Heep is forever rubbing his hands together 


and begging everyone’s "umble pardon. Underneath™ 


this cloak of humility, however, the hands very easily 
become talons to reach out and grab anything advan- 
tageous to Uriah Heep. 

This sinister form of humility can hardly be the 
type that Peter is commanding when he says “clothe 
yourselves with humility toward one another.” 

Others put on humility like a vestment, where it 
does not indicate any real virtue within the life. Such 
people have an idea in their mind as to how a humble 
person acts—the kind of words he utters, the pious

way he smiles or folds his hands, the sonorous tone he 
uses in public prayer. These mannerisms are then put 
on or off at will, depending upon the mood of the oc- 
casion. 

In one of the essays of Joseph Addison, Sir Roger 
DeCoverley’s experience in a country church is de- 
scribed. Here the vicaf is waxing eloquent from the 
pulpit, gesturing with his delicate hands at the proper 
moments and making a magnificent peroration upon 
his theme. All the while he has been looking slightly 
down his nose at the congregation, but this they in- 
terpret as the beauty of holiness, and not as conceit. 
Then, with the sermon finished and benediction pro- 
nounced, the vicar processes with holy steps down the 
aisle and into the vestry. 

Sir Roger, a little late getting out of church this day, 
happens to notice as he passes the vestry that the door 
stands slightly ajar. When he peeps in, he notices that 
the vicar is about to remove his robe. Before doing 
this, however, he was looking in the mirror, making 
the same graceful gestures with his hands that he had 
made in the pulpit and smiling to himself in a very 
pleased way. So, the humility that shone from the 
pulpit was now being taken off and locked up in the 
vestry. 

Such a parody on an otherwise excellent virtue ap- 
pears often in ordinary life. It used to be the common 
expression of humility for people to call themselves a 
“worm” or “toad” when they wished to convince others 
of how vile they thought they ought to appear. It was 
humility donned like a cloak, which hardly covered up 
an inner self-satisfaction. Robert Burns’ poem is hu- 
morously to the point: 

O wad som Power the giftie gie us 
To see oursels as ithers see us! 
Burns wrote this poem after he had been to church 
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and sat behind a well dressed lady who was looking 
piously at the minister and attending to her worship. 
Then, as Burns looked closely at the hat, lo and be- 
hold, up the side of it there was crawling—a louse. 
And so Burns muses that it would be good if we could 
stand off a bit and see ourselves as we appear to others. 
In the words of the poet: ; 
It wad frae monie a blunder free us, 
an’ foolish notion. 
What airs in dress an’ gait wad lea’e us, 
an’ ev’n devotion! 

Yet, when we have examined these corruptions of 
humility, we cannot leave Peter’s commands to hu- 
mility so easily. Two commands to humility in I Peter 
5 throw an usual light upon this elusive Christian 
virtue. One says, “Clothe yourselves, all of you, with 
humility toward one another . . .”; the other, “Humble 
yourselves therefore under the mighty hands of God 
...” (vv 5 and 6). The former commands humility 
in dealings with our fellow men, while the latter calls 
for humility as we stand under “the mighty hand of 
God.” In both these relationships, humility takes on a 
healthy, robust character which is hard to see in the 
more popular remarks, or even jokes, about this virtue. 
Indeed, the humility commanded in this passage needs 
to be set off at the very outset from anything that 
appears either sinister or hypocritical. 


THE FIRST VIRTUE 


Did not Augustine say that the first of all Christian 
virtues was humility, and that if you asked him what 
the second and third were, he would answer the same 
—humility? 

Also, Jesus said “I am meek and lowly in heart.” 
The word “lowly” is the same word translated “hu- 
mility” in I Peter. 

“Clothe yourselves, all of you, with humility toward 
one another” suggests a tie in the service that we bear 
toward one another. The context deals with the care 
that the elders are to give to the church. 

Then again, humility is nurtured in the awareness 
of the greatness of God. “Humble yourselves under 
the mighty hand of God.” Here is the call to worship 
rather than service. Perhaps the humility that grows 
out of worship is the necessary prerequisite for the 
humility that is present in service. Certainly both the 
interdependence of Christian service and the depend- 
ence of God-fearing worship form the stage on which 
humility is on display. 

One reason why the Greeks never enthroned hu- 
mility was that they had no thought of being tied to a 
world in order to redeem it. The world was an evil to 
be escaped. The picture of the noble man in Aristotle’s 
Nichomachean Ethics shows a man of dignified bear- 
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ing. His movements are slow and deliberate. His voice 
is deep and his diction is stately. This noble Greek 
cannot be bothered with that which is beneath him. 
Inferior people are to be avoided. Humility, which 
speaks of condescension toward the lowly, is an ig- 
noble trait, not to be developed if you would approach 
excellence. 

Contrast the Greek noble man with Jesus in John 13. 
Here the Gospel’s Noble Man is on display, as He 
moves in lowliness among his disciples. The scene is 
the upper room, and the disciples were unwittingly 
profaning this sacred hour by arguments about who 
was the greatest among them. Jesus replied that the 
greatest would be he who served. Then, lest they miss 
the point of His words, He took off His outer garment, 
clothed Himself with humility, and began to wash the 
disciples’ feet. Jesus then explained to them that if He 
served them this way, they were to serve one another 
in a similar manner. 

If a Greek could have looked on that night, he 
would have no doubt turned away in disgust. “What a 
fool the master is. He should not be degrading himself 
with such inferior people. A man with a mind like his 
was meant for better things. He is certainly capable of 
meditating upon the ‘ideas,’ of philosophizing. Service 
to this particular group is going to pull him down to 
the ground. Does he not know that such impediments 
are to be pushed aside? How can he lower himself 
so?” 

But the Apostle Paul might well answer such a 
Greek in a paraphrase of his Epistle to the Philip- 
pians. “You wonder why my Master does not escape 
to the realm of ‘ideas’? I will tell you the reason. 
Jesus Christ began in this realm. He began with an 
idea—an idea that men like Peter and James and the 
others could be lifted up from their low estate. He 
emptied Himself and was born in the likeness of men, 
and took the form of a servant. The Master never 
considered the body as the prison of the soul. Rather, 
He believed that as He humbled Himself, the people 
He came to serve might see that it was God speaking 
to them all the while.” Perhaps in this conversation, 
Paul could show that wheras the great man of Greece 
tried to soar independently of the rest of the world, 
the great Man of Galilee aimed to stoop that He 
might life up a fallen humanity. 


HUMBLE SERVANTS 


“Clothe yourselves, all of you, with humility to- 
ward one another.” Such a command takes on mean- 
ing since the Christian man is bound to his world, 
with all of its imperfections, in order that he might 
lift it up and redeem it for Christ’s sake. 

This side of humility is clearly focused in an ex-

perience of the Apostle Paul. He appears greatly trou- 
bled about the state of the Corinthian church, for 
there were so many evil within it. Then as he anti- 
cipates the time he will come to them again, and find 
them so far from what he wishes them to be, he writes: 
“I fear that when I come again my God may humble 
me before you. . .” (II Cor. 12:21). How is Paul to 
be humbled by the sin of these people? Is it not that 
Paul is linked to them, and that their failures in the 
Christian life reflect heavily upon him? Paul had all 
the ability and much of the training to pattern his life 
after the ideal of the Greek philosophers, and live an 
independent scholarly existence. Instead, he chose the 
form of a servant. At Corinth is the price of such a 
choice. He is to be humbled, “clothed with humility,” 
because of ties he will not break with the people of his 
ministry. 

Humility, first of all, is bound to the idea of Chris- 
tian service. The form of a servant cannot be accepted 
without the clothing of humility. John Chrysostom, 
the ‘golden mouthed’ preacher of the early centuries, 
started his Christian experience in the monastery. But, 
he began to meditate as to how selfish this life was, 
trying to save his own soul. How much more Christ- 
like it would be, he thought, to go back to Antioch 
and work among the people there. So he did. He took 
the form of a servant, and struggled to lift the people 
with whom he was linked. In this refusal of inde- 
pendence and acceptance of the work of redemption 
lies humility. “Clothe yourselves, all of you, with 
humility towatd one another.” 

The other command to humility shows a new re- 
lationship for the Christian, this time with God. “Hum- 
ble yourself under the mighty hand of God.” This is 
worship, and worship is also the ground where hu- 
mility grows. In fact the humility brought forth here 
is really the humility that is consumed in Christian 
service. It is the greatness of God, “the mighty hand 
of God,” that puts even the greatest of men in a po- 
sition of lowliness. And, at the same time, it is this 
hand of God which the humble man realizes will lift 
him up and strengthen him for every good work. 

Do you remember the well-known story of the flight 
of the prophet Elijah into the south country? Here 
was a man who had stood so courageously in the 
corrupt kingdom of Ahab. His strong word of God had 
caused famine in the land, and his activity on Mt. 
Carmel had shamed the priests of Baal and its de- 
votees. But in Elijah’s flight, we see how melancholy 
can at tithes overtake greatness and strength. Elijah 
in this scene is a dejected man. To his view, all is lost. 
“It is enough, now O Lord, take away my life.” He 
complains with self-pity that he is the only one left 
who is true to God. He fasts as he makes the journey

to Mt. Sinai and away from the service he rendered 
to God in Israel. What was it that changed the course 
of the prophet’s life at this point? Was it not God’s as- 
surance that He was greater than any of the duties to 
which Elijah was called? Somewhere at a cave in 
Horeb, there was the wind that split the rock, the 
earthquake, the fire, the hush of quiet, and then the 
voice of God breathing assurance into the down cast 
prophet. After this encounter, Elijah begins the trek 
back to the country from which he fled. 

If you were considering the life of this prophet as a 
study in humility, you might be tempted to place the 
virtue in Elijah’s dejection and lowly frame of mind 
as he flees to the south. This is far from the truth. 
The humility of Elijah is more to be seen in his re- 
newed confidence in God as he makes his way back to 
the north again. That is, humility does not grow out 
of self-abasement. It grows simply out of the aware- 
ness that over life stands the mighty hand of God, a 
hand that is greater than ours and greater than the 
problems which we face. From this standpoint, the 
humility of Elijah can be seen as much in his thunder- 
ing on Mt. Carmel calling the fire of God down upon 
the sacrifice as it can be sgen in his waiting at the mouth 
of the cave on Sinai while God speaks to him. It is the 
greatness of God that makes for humility, not any form 
of what Paul calls a “voluntary” humility. 

Or, consider the man described in Psalm 8. Hardly 
a picture of humility, some would say. Man is placed a 
little lower than God, crowned with glory and honor, 
given dominion over the creation. There is nothing here 
about man being a “worm” or “loathesome as a toad.” 
Yet, even this lofty description of man is still a descrip- 
tion of a humble man. Look at the psalm again, and 
you will find that at the beginning and at the end are 
the words, “O Lord, our Lord, how excellent is thy 
name in all the earth!” That is, for all the greatness of 
man, there is God the creator who is greater still. 
“Humble yourselves under the mighty hand of God.” 
This simple contrast between God and man keeps man 
in his place crowned with humility. 

Humility cannot be viewed abstractly. This virtue 
is too elusive to be isolated and examined in itself. It is 
much like the little boy who goes chasing after the 
fog, and cups a swirl in his hands, and then peeps to 
see if there is any fog in there. Fog cannot be caught 
in the hands of a little boy, and neither can we see 
humility in isolation. We can see it, however, in two of 
its relationships—in service given my fellow men in the 
name of Jesus Christ, and in the worship given to God 
who stands even above me in His power and grace. 
In these two relationships we come the closest to that 
healthy kind of humility which Peter commands in 
every person who desires to follow Jesus Christ. 
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When the bishop

No Biblical Status 


Lutheran Bishop Otto Dibelius of 
Berlin, bete noir of the East German 
Communists, stirred up a lively world- 
wide controversy last month by declar- 
ing that he would not obey East 
German laws, even the traffic laws, be- 
cause they are not made by the “higher 
authority” described in Romans 13:1: 
“Let everyone be subject to the higher 
authorities, for there exists no author- 
ity except from God, and those who 
do exist have been appointed by God.” 

The Bishop, who is Chairman of the 
Council of the Evangelical Church in 
Germany, said that as a totalitarian 
state has no claim to the biblical status 
of “the authorities that exist,” he 
would not obey the laws of East Ger- 
many, first because they are not ap- 
plied equally to ordinary citizens and 
Communist functionaries, secondly be- 


Bishop Dibelius’ comments on obeying the 
Communists stirred up a lively storm. 
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cause they are in all likelihood adopted 
for some immoral purpose, such as 
starving out West Berlin, and thirdly 
because “these ordinances are those 
of . . . a regime, which I, in the name 
of God and our Lord Jesus Christ, 
would like to see disappear.” He added 
that the “laws of the East German 
Democratic Republic have no binding 
power for Christians.” 

The Communist-dominated Chris- 
tian Democratic Union in the Soviet 
Zone reacted according to form: “Once 
more, Dibelius has unmasked himself 
as an enemy of peaceful development.” 
The organization said that the bishop’s 
statements were “monstrous” because 
they were aimed at stirring up Chris- 
tian citizens against states. 

Bishop Hans Lilje of Hanover, 
Chairman of the United Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in Germany, also 
took issue with his fellow-bishop. He 
said that Christians must respect the 
supreme authority of the East German 
state even though it lacks a demo- 
cratic character. Regardless of its 
source, said Bishop Lilje, the state is 
“a divine creation for mankind’s pre- 
servation which, therefore, Christians 
must respect. Even totalitarian states 
still are based on such tasks of pre- 
serving men’s lives as providing food 
and highway safety. By respecting the 
state in these connections, Christians 
remind it of its original divine dig- 
nity.” 

The management of Bishop Di- 
belius’ own Church, the Evangelical 
Church of Berlin and Brandenburg, 
also “disassociated itself’ from his 
statement. 

The Church said that “the gospel 
places the state under the graceful or- 
dinance of God, independent of how 
the state is established and of its politi- 
cal form. The command of the Bible 
to obey the supreme authority remains 
valid also with regard to the existing 
government, although this obedience 
does not exclude a spiritual contradic- 
tion where the honor of God and man 
is at stake.” 


Fourteen prominent clergymen of 
the same Church issued a public blast 
against the prelate, saying that “we 
reject your statement not only with a 
view to the Bible but also with a view 
to possible consequences for parishes 
and believers in the area of which you 
have charge as Bishop.” 

German Catholic sources were si- 
lent in the dispute. But Paul H. Hall- 
ett, writing in the Catholic Register of 
Denver, opposed the stand of Dr. 
Dibelius. He expressed surprise that 
“a spokesman for a denomination 
once known for its extreme and un- 
critical submission to civil authority is 
now in the position of urging civil dis- 
obedience.” He said that “obedience 
can be owed even to an unsurping gov- 
ernment on grounds of natural law. 
. . . In the absence of effective legiti- 
mate authority, the usurping govern- 
ment is deemed to act with the 
delegated power of the rightful govern- 
ment.” 

But Hallett made an exception not 
mentioned by Dibelius’ Protestant 
critics. He said that “disobedience 
even to the just laws of a tyrannical or 
usurping government is lawful if there 
exists solid reason to expect its over- 
throw thereby. Such reasons, however, 
do not appear to exist in East Ger- 
many at present.” 

Hallett’s theory seems to support 
obedience to the laws of purely secular 
governments only until the time ar- 
rives when revolt is feasible. As to the 
exact time when this occurs, Protes- 
tants would presumably be guided by 
their own judgment. Catholics relying 
as usual in moral questions upon their 
bishops, would wait for the signal from 
them. 


God In History 


In October, 1944, the last and 
greatest naval battle of history was 
fought. It was the battle of Leyte Gulf, 
where the naval power of Japan was 
broken. 

A magazine account, published on 
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the battle’s 15th anniversary, pointed 
out that the Japanese force slipped 
through the northern strait and was 
in position to come south among the 
transports and supply ships without 
obstacle. All Admiral Sprague could do 
when his small squadron discovered 
the approach of Admiral Kurita’s 
much larger force was to make smoke, 
launch his aircraft and run for his life. 
Sprague lost two destroyers, a de- 
stroyer escort, one baby flattop. He 
took hits on two carriers, a destroyer 
and a destroyer escort and seemed 
doomed to far worse. 

Then came an amazing turnabout. 
Kurita suddenly broke off the action 
and headed back through San Ber- 
nardino strait. Admiral Sprague said 
later, “The failure of the enemy to 
completely wipe out this task unit can 
be attributed to our successful smoke 
screen, our torpedo counterattack and 
the definite partiality of Almighty 
God.” 

That’s a good testimony. For it is 
an acknowledgement of the sover- 
eignty of God who is Lord of history 
and the God of detailed circumstance, 
and who decided all events long be- 
fore the foundation of the world. 
(DGB) 


Revamping of Church Paper 


Another straw in the wind, showing 
the trend toward evangelicalism in al- 
most all churches today, concerns the 
revamping of the staid old Church of 
England Newspaper. The change-over 
was heralded by an_ evangelical 
preacher, the Rev. C. O. Rhodes, in 
Westminster Abbey, in which he said 
that the purpose of the paper was “to 
report on what is said and done in the 
Church; to record the utterances of 
her prophets and statesmen; to de- 
scribe the activities in which she en- 
gages to uplift mankind; to give 
the scriptural message of hope and 
strength; and to interpret the Word of 
God to this generation.” 

The new editor, A. W. Dowle, has 
written that the paper, “perhaps more 
than any other religious weekly has 
become known as a paper concerned 
not with ecclesiastical trivia but with 
the application of Christian principles 
to life as a whole.” This certainly 
should be the ideal in Christian jour- 
nalism. (DGB) 


Religious Resisters 


A survey of the religious life of 
Nassau County, Long Island, N.Y., 
a typical suburban community, has 
brought to light several interesting 
matters. The church statisticians have 
come up with ‘a special category for 
the person who identifies himself as 
Protestant, Roman, Catholic or Jew, 


but never goes to church or synagogue. 
He is called a “resister.” 

The spokesman of the Protestant 
Council of New York said that the 
“resister won’t participate in church 
programs,” donates nothing, and is 
virtually unknown to the priest, min- 
ister or rabbi. Yet, for census pur- 
pose, or emergencies such as a death in 
the family, he may identify himself as 
a member of some denomination or in- 
stitution. 

The report estimates that in Nassau 
County there are 73,000 Roman Cath- 
olic “resisters” and 100,000 Protestant 
“resisters.” (DGB) 


Fires of Moloch 


By their fruits ye shall know them. 
A pair of Jehovah’s Witnesses, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Yourinko, of Absecon 
Heights, N.J., allowed their child, 
Linda Jean, 6, to die by refusing to al- 
low her to receive a blood transfusion 
after she was struck by a car. They 
said the Bible says, “Ye shall not eat 
of the blood,” and that transfusion vio- 
lated this commandment. In the name 
of religion, they caused their child’s 
death. It recalls the offering of chil- 
dren to the fires of Moloch. (DGB) 


Co-Existence 


Co-existence with Russia is impos- 
sible in some fields. The Reds admit 
this themselves. One of the Soviet 
Union’s leading philosophers has re- 
buked Britain’s “Red” Dean of Can- 
terbury, Dr. Hewlett Johnson, for be- 
lieving that Christianity can “coexist” 
with Marxism-Leninism. 

I. Krivilov, doctor of philosophical 
sciences, wrote in the Soviet Commu- 
nist Party’s bimonthly theoretical mag- 
azine Kommunist, that science and re- 
ligious thoughts are incompatible. He 
said, “Cooperation of science and re- 
ligion is impossible. Some clergy are 
progressive in their public activities. 
We esteem their contribution to the 
cause of peace. But when, for example, 
such prominent and religious figures 
as Hewlett Johnson state that dialect- 
ical materialism can coexist with 
Christianity, notwithstanding our high 
esteem for this outstanding man, we 
must show him the groundlessness of 
his thesis.” (DGB)

noises towards the West. His trip to 
the United States was the most pub- 
licized event of the year, and must be 
counted as one of the more important 
events of the year. It was an impor- 
tant visit. He saw the face of the 
United States and the United States 
saw him. With curious awe this bear 
of a man was seen wolfing his food, 
strong and firm in the sure knowledge 
that he had knitted his country into a 
unit that was advancing with great 
rapidity on every economic and social 
front, and that he was first in a nation 
that was now first in many fields and 
growing in an ascending curve that 
-was destined to pass the West in many 
phases of life within a matter of a 
very few years. 

Already Russian scientific instru- 
ments were entering the world mar- 
kets. One machine on sale at $24.50 
was admittedly superior to a U.S. de- 
signed instrument that cost $300 and 
that was in use at some of our labor- 
atories. G. Mosolov, a Russian pilot, 
flew 1,493 miles in a hour (2,388 kilo- 
meters), and was clocked in one test 
spurt at 1,566 mph. (2,504 kph.). 

The Times of London printed a 
budget for 1960. It pointed up what 
must be carefully considered as a new 
direction in Russian movement. It 
would appear that Russia has decided 
that a shooting war would bring on 


destruction and that she has deter- 
mined to fight us in the field of eco- 
nomics. The United States cannot 
continue in the pattern of development 
that we have followed throughout the 
years without a large foreign market. 
Russia is going to underseill us in al- 
most every field in which we export. 
Russian wheat will be sold in foreign 
markets at 25 cents a bushel under 
the American price. Russian coal is 
going to be sold in world markets at 
a dollar or two a ton under American 
prices. Small Russian automobiles will 
be sold throughout the world at $100 
or $200 under prices that can be fixed 
elsewhere. All her new factories are 
built from the ground on complete 
automation principles. It may not be 
impossible for them to furnish the 
world with a car equal to the Volks- 
wagen for the sum of $999. Through- 
out the whole range of manufactured 
goods the world’s markets will be 
glutted with Russian goods—laminated 
woods, business machines, chemicals, 
airplanes—and we are liable to see 
our foreign trade dwindle to the point 
where our adverse’ trade balance will 
increase tremendously. It should be 
remembered that in both 1958 and 
1959 the flow of gold from Fort Knox 
to the treasuries of other nations has 
swelled, and it is possible that this 
will attain cataract proportions. 
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In the Russian budget for 1960 there 
is an increased allocation for consumer 
goods and for housing. Their budget 
for defense expenditure remains the 
same though it is proportionately less 
since total expenditure continues to 
rise. But look at this item: “Creative 
development is science and technology” 
—$8,148 million. Even this amount 
may well be exceeded by actual alloca- 
tions in the course of the year, and 
there is no means of knowing how 
much is being spent in research by in- 
dustry or the defense services. But it 
makes the U.S. congressman look silly 
who complained against Wernher von 
Braun’s request for $240 million for 
the Saturn rocket program next year. 

The year was marked by the chess 
game between Russia and the United 
States. They had made the first move 
by putting their first sputnik into or- 
bit. Now, in 1959 the moves came 
with regularity. The U.S. put a four- 
ton missile into space; Russia put a 
missile in orbit round the sun. Eisen- 
hower’s voice came in from outer 
space; Russia hit the moon. The 
United States shot into space and 
brought back again the two little mon- 
keys, Abel and Baker; Russia showed 
pictures of the previously unseen side 
of the moon. At times it seemed that 
we were moving pawns while they 
were moving knights and castles, but 
the end of the game was not in sight. 

And an event that I consider of im- 
portance but which did not retain its 
place long on the pages of the world’s 
press was the ghost bomb explosion 
off Cuxhaven. Certainly an impor- 
tant explosion took place in the North 
Sea, not far from the small German 
town of Cuxhaven. There was much 
scurrying around for a few hours. The 
British did not know anything about 
it, neither did the French or Germans. 
The Americans said that we had shot 
no missile. In the British parliament 
a question was asked about it and the 
minister replied that the matter was 
noted and under investigation. No re- 
port was ever issued. I think Russia 
shot a missile with some explosive 
and that it landed near Cuxhaven. 
The rest of the world knows that a 
similar missile with a nuclear war- 
head can be landed at almost any 
spot on the planet. This is the reason 
why I believe Russia will turn to 
economic warfare. 

A jet flew from London to New 
York in five hours. And that brings 
us to the United States. 

Early in the year, Khrushchev is- 
sued an ultimatum that the West 
would have to abandon Berlin by a 
certain date in May. Eisenhower stood 
firm and Dulles wore himself to the 
end in working for peace. The date 
of the ultimatum came, and on that 
day the Russian foreign minister, hat 
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in hand, stood in Washington before 
the grave of John Foster Dulles who 
had served his country well. 

The news in this country was 
mostly bad. One could almost say that 
we fiddled while Rome _ burned. 
Europe’s new prosperity has shifted 
the whole balance of the U.S.’s terms 
of international exchange. In 1958 our 
exports dipped by $3 billion while 
Europe’s shipments kept on growing. 
At the end of 1959, for the first time 
in the 20th century, Britain is selling 
more to the U.S. than it is buying. 
The dollar gap has been closed. Since 
1950 Europe has increased its pile 
of gold by $8 billion, and the outside 
world as a whole has short term 
credits against our gold of $15.6 bil- 
lion. The deficit in gold in 1959 
reached $4.5 billion. 

In spite of this the steel unions 
want more. They do not realize that 
this time the steel industry is 1,000 
per cent right. The United States sim- 
ply cannot compete in world markets 
and go on increasing its standard of 
living. It can’t; it can’t; it can’t. This 
is a chorus that needs to be dinned 
into the ears of the nation. We must 
even learn to run our cars a year or 
two longer, and perhaps even to go 
for a 45-hour week for the same 
money that is now being received for 
the 40-hour week. And there must be 
a willingness to work for what is re- 
ceived. 

And as an election year approached 
once more the country was being 
treated to the fantastic spectacle that 
marks American politics—the parade 
for the presidency. We have a system 
that allows us to be in a ferment for 
almost two years. How much better 
Britain does it, when an election is 
announced, the candidates are sud- 
denly enabled to put up their names 
(and a deposit of about $2,000 which 
is returned to them if they poll ten 
per cent of the votes, and which is 
forfeited if they do not), and the 
whole election is over in the matter 
of 30 days. 

The affaire Van Doren was one of 
the leading news items of the year. 
The country was shocked with the 
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same sort of shock a man has when 
he learns that he has a cancer in 
an advance state. The Times of Lon- 
don looked across the water and said, 
“For the moment Van Doren stands 
as the symbol of what happens when 
the attempt is made to reconcile the 
law of success and sensation which 
the popular culture of a modern de- 
mocracy demands with the principles 
of seriousness and integrity of which 
the scholar, the artist and the critic 
are in every generation the special 
guardians. This is a moral tension 
which is especially apparent in the 
U.S. where of necessity the art of 
mass-appeal has become a frighten- 
ingly exact science, and where the 
vast army of those engaged in public 
relations far outnumbers and to a 
large extent controls financially those 
engaged in a direct manifestation of 
the creative spirit.” 

As the year closed a very impor- 
tant book appeared—America, the 
Vincible by Emmet John Hughes. He 
diagnosed our fever: “We have ne- 
glected to remember the precepts that 
presided at our birth as a nation in the 
18th century. We have failed to dis- 
cover the principles that permit sur- 
vival in the 20th century. We are, for 
all our professions of generous in- 
tent, essentially self-centered and self- 
indulgent. We preach many a politi- 
cal virtue, while we practice its cor- 
ruption. . .” 

And so the year 1959 draws to a 
close. I write this before Thanksgiv- 
ing, but the events of the year, to 
date, are the rape of Tibet and the 
rocket to the moon. There are the 
great trends of the year: Chinese 
growth and expansion, African rum- 
blings, Russian maturity in economics. 
The men of the year must be con- 
sidered against these events. Mao for 
one-fourth of the population of the 
world, the Dalai Lama as his victim 
Khrushchev for his wanderings, and 
Eisenhower who gained new stature as 
one who was attempting to lead in 
the midst of a nation that seemed to 
have policy without purpose. It would 
seem that the one of these who has 
had most influence on world move- 
ments as a whole is Khrushchev. From 
a secular point of view he is probably 
the man of the year. I have called 
President Eisenhower the man of the 
decade. 

Over it all, thank God, thank God, 
is the man of all Eternity, the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Though all is wrong with 
the world, God is in His Heaven. 
From there He rules and from there 


the Lord Jesus Christ continues to~- 


make Himself known in the hearts of 
all those who trust in Him. Event of 
the year in the spiritual realm is that 
there has been peace that passes all 
understanding in the lives of number- 
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less believers who were going through 
all the trials the race is capable of 
knowing, and finding in Christ the 
fullness of joy and peace. To Him 
be the glory!

it an absolute fiction, wholly unsuited 
to desert life or to ancient times. 
Again, archaeology discovered the op- 
posite to be true (details of this re- 
verse are in Albright’s From the Stone 
Age to Christianity). 

While archaeology battered the 
theory from without, Wellhausen’s 
own disciples weakened it by a sort of 
scholarly termite-eating from within. 
They continued to analyze the Bible by 
his methods, and began uncovering 
still more hypothetical documents with 
the professor’s old J, E, P, and D. 
About 30 different documents, editors, 
and interpolaters at last piled up. Well- 
hausen disciples were finding traces of 
half a dozen documents in a single 
verse of the Torah. At this point the 
most rabid adherents of the theory be- 
gan to see that it was dissolving in ab- 
surdity. 

But there was no way to backtrack. 
It would have been like trying to un- 
scramble an egg. At every point the 
advocates of the new documents had 
done what Wellhausen had done, and 
they had come up with these clear re- 
sults. Arguments from jerkiness of con- 
tinuity, shifts in style, variation of 
divine names, and curiosities of vocabu- 
lary led to this atomized end, or they 
led nowhere. 

What the scholars had found out at 
long last, of course, was that literary 
analysis is not a scientific method. Lit- 
erary style is a fluid, shifting thing, at 
best a palimpsest or a potpourri. The 
hand of Shakespeare is in the pages of 
Dickens; Scott wrote chapters of Mark 
Twain; Spinoza is full of Hobbes 
and Descartes. Shakespeare was the 
greatest echoer of all, and the greatest 
stylist of all. Literary analysis has been 
used for generations by obsessive men 
to prove that everybody but Shakes- 
peare wrote Shakespeare. I believe lit- 
erary analysis could be used to prove 
that I wrote both David Copperfield 
and A Farewell to Arms. 1 wish it were 
sound. 

In the 1930’s a new school of for- 
midable Scandinavian critics officially 
rejected the Wellhausen scheme from 
Start to finish. They have never been 
refuted, and modern criticism has 
moved far along new paths. Ivan Eng- 
nell of this school dealt the death blow 
to the Prolegomena by analyzing Well- 
hausen’s villainous ghost, the Inter- 
polater, and driving it from the field

His ironic name for it was interpretatio 
europeica moderna. Examining the 
web of supposed interpolations, he 
found in them the self-portrait of a 
European desk scholar, moiling pa- 
tiently through Scripture to construct a 
19th-century hypothesis, and then pro- 
jecting his own image backward into 
the environment of the fifth century 
before Jesus. Once he had demon- 
strated this, there was not much left of 
the Wellhausen theory. 

I beg the reader not to imagine that 
Higher Criticism has thrown in the 
towel to tradition, and acknowledged 
the verbal infallibility of the Hebrew 
Scriptures. The fresh note in Bible 
criticism today is its humility and its 
frank uncertainty, following on the 
ruin of the Wellhausen scheme. This 
body of scholars is emerging from a 
collective nightmare. They are not 
eager to enter another one. There are 
graybeard Prolegomanes who fiercely 
propose to go to their graves believing 
in Wellhausen. It is a hard thing for 
men who have given their lives to a 
theory, and taught it to younger men, 
to see it fall apart. The main body of 
criticism, however, has left behind the 
whole method of literary analysis. 

At the moment the tendency is to go 
slow, to absorb the vast and still flood- 
ing disclosures of archaeology, to ex- 
pand the study of ancient languages, 
and to question modern guesses at least 
as much as old traditions. The Scandi- 
navian scholars lean toward dismissing 
the documentary theory entirely, and 
toward the idea of long oral tradition 
of very high reliability. The notion of 
priestly fraud in Scripture is rejected 
on all sides. The usage of divine names 
as a clue to parallel documents is un- 
der strong critical attack. It never did 
hold up, because the names repeatedly 
cross over from “document” to “docu- 
ment.” This was once supposed to be the 
work of interpolaters, but those busy 
ghosts have by and large heard the cock 
crow and retired. No former certainty of 
the Wellhausen days is safe from chal- 
lenge, not even the dating of the Book 
of Deuteronomy. In this wholly open 
state of things, it is hard to describe a 
consensus, but I will try. 

The Torah is now taken as certainly 
Mosaic in origin and in_ content. 
Critics clash as to how the law of 
Moses has come down to us, and how 
reliable the text is. It is becoming clear 
that there have been two major de- 
velopments in Bible study: text anal- 
ysis and archaeology. Text analysis 
came first. Uncontrolled by external 
evidence, it flew into fantasy and came 
a cropper. Archaeology has swung 
back toward tradition. With the facts 
of archaeology, and of the crucial 
study of ancient languages, in hand, 





criticism hopes in time to construct a 
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sober picture—but one which will al- 
ways have large elements of guesswork 
—of the composition of the books of 
the Bible. 

The reader who wishes to pursue 
this topic can have a lifetime of read- 
ing. If he can spare the time and en- 
ergy, he ought to try the Prolegomena, 
out of curiosity if nothing more. It 
should be read Bible in hand, so that 
one can watch the professor at work 
making his crazy-quilt scriptures. With- 
out knowing Hebrew, one cannot see 


the liberties he takes with the ancient | 


tongue, but the chopping and chang- 
ing are plain enough for the most part 
in English. 

For an up-to-date and gracefully 
written picture of critical Bible schol- 
arship, I know of no book that equals 
W. F. Albright’s From the Stone Age 
to Christianity. There is some murder- 
ous demolition of Wellhausen’s “idiot 
forgers” in Walter Kaufmann’s Cri- 
tique of Religion and Philosophy, but 
the work will be of small comfort to 
pietists. It is a serious, often very 
witty, statement of a non-religious 
man, the best of its kind I have read 
since Bertrand Russell’s books in that 
field. 

For a more technical survey, includ- 
ing a detailed account of the Scandi- 
navian school, there is The Old Testa- 
ment and Modern Study (Oxford 
1951), edited by H. H. Rowley, a 
symposium by the leading scholars of 
the day, including Albright. Here one 
will find defense of Wellhausen by old- 
line disciples, as well as the radical 
new criticism. Naturally such a text is 
hard going, but solid. 

Beyond such general contemporary 
works, there are whole libraries of 
Higher Criticism stretching back to 
Spinoza. The interested reader can 
pursue the indicated paths ad libitum. 
“Higher” Criticism, by the way, means 
the attempt to discover dates, author- 
ship, and documentary origins by 
speculating on the text; as opposed to 
“Lower” Criticism, which seeks to re- 
cover the most exact and reliable ver- 
sion of the text, word for word.

publicity proclaimed and spotlighted. 

We would do well to follow the ex- 
ample of the early Christian church. 
When that arrogant opponent of the 
Gospel, Saul of Tarsus, announced his 
conversion, there was no great wel- 
coming with open arms of this in- 
famous scoundrel. Ananias of Da- 
mascus sent no banners or posters or 
press releases to the Jerusalem church 
announcing the transformation of the 
persecutor. Saul had to prove himself 
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sincere by deeds of devotion to his 
newly-acclaimed Master by an _atti- 
tude of humility toward his Lord and 
his fellow men, by a readiness to re- 
spond to the will of the Spirit of God. 
Only after such evidence was estab- 
lished was Paul’s conversion valid 
among the Christians of his day. 

Our tendency as Christians to be- 
come overly excited because of the 
profession of faith in Christ made by 
some noted person may stem from a 
naive disbelief that Christ can be 
meaningful in the lives of people on a 
social strata above our own, or to peo- 
ple made almost legendary by the 
power of press publicity. We forget 
that the movie star, the senator, the 
professional baseball player has a 
yearning soul too which only the love 
of Christ can fill. And while “it is 
easier for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle than for a rich man 
to enter into the kingdom of God,” 
nevertheless it is God who keeps the 
Book of Eternal Life, and He knows 
His own. 

Billy Graham has made it a prac- 
tice not to reveal the names of in- 
quirers for salvation in his more 
recent crusades. On several occasions 
during the New York Crusade he said 
that while there were stars from Broad- 
way, financiers from Wall Street, and 
socialites from Park Avenue ‘coming 
to accept Christ, they were not dif- 
ferent from the ordinary New Yorker 
who also came. All were sinners in 
the sight of God, sinners in need of 
the Savior. 

Here is the wise approach to this 
matter. If we curb our curious nature 
and accept the famous and the un- 
known alike into the fellowship of be- 
lievers, we will do two important 
things: We will conform with the ad- 
monition concerning having no respect 
to persons in James 2:1-9, and we 
will allow the normal spiritual growth 
of each believer to take place. This 
growth is imparted by the Spirit of 
God as He builds and encourages the 
new Christians to boldness in wit- 
nessing and to discretion in appear- 
ance. 

Our responsibility as mature Chris- 
tians is to avoid stunting this growth 
with our misappropriated enthusiasm. 
We must allow their testimony to be- 
come rooted in the Word of God. 
Only a testimony of this sort, one 
born out of day-by-day experience in 
communion with Christ, can speak 
potently for Christ. But we may also 
be sure that this testimony will be 
far more consistent than will the 
flashy announcement of conversion, 
the hustling of evangelistic promotion, 
and the cramming of a few spiritual 
cliches into the mouth of a bewildered 
believer fresh from the flesh-pots of 
the world.

In this new department of ETERNITY Magazine, Dr. Barnhouse and the staff 
will answer questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the 
Christian life and walk. 


Question: I am terribly afraid of being called upon to pray in public. How can 
I overcome this fear? 


Answer: If you have trouble praying in public, it is probably because you are 
afraid of your own voice. If you have never spoken in public before, I would 
suggest that you begin by giving just a sentence of prayer at first. A word of 
praise for what the Lord has done for you on that particular day would be all 
that is necessary. Or if you have a particular petition, just utter it in a brief sen- 
tence and conclude the prayer. Even if it is only five or ten words, this is still 
sufficient. 

When you talk to people in public, you do not particularly take notice that 
you are speaking to them in public. Your mind is on what you say and to whom 
you are speaking. So it ought to be with prayer. You are speaking to the Lord. 
Therefore, your mind should be fixed upon Him, As you become more and more 
accustomed to hearing your own voice praying publicly, much of your fear will 
disappear. 


Question: Every now and then I get chain letters in the mail asking me to 
make copies and pass them along to others without breaking the chain. What 
should I do with these? 


Answer: Throw them in the waste basket. Chain letters are mere superstition, 
and Christians should have no part in them whatever. Our trust is in the living 
God, and not in the chains of chance. 


Question: In the light of I Corinthians 11:22, 34 do you think that it is proper 
for churches to have meals served in the church building? 


Answer: The Scripture reference to which you refer has nothing particularly to 
do with eating meals in the church building. The Apostle Paul was taking a 
firm stand against one of the abuses of the early church. In the Corinthian 
church, apparently some of the members were coming to the Communion Serv- 
ice with the express purpose of enjoying a feast. That is, instead of eating a meal 
at home before they came to the Communion Service, some of them were com- 
ing merely to gorge themselves on the Communion bread and wine. In fact, some 
of these Christians even got drunk at the Communion Table. It was becoming an 
open scandal in the Christian church, and consequently Paul took a firm stand 
against it. 

However, these remarks of the Apostle Paul have no bearing on the fellow- 
ship suppers that are held in our churches today. As a matter of fact, in many of 
our churches the members rarely get to see each other during the week, and only 
have a few moments of fellowship on Sundays when they can get together and 
talk about things of the Lord. An occasional church supper, or even those that 
are held regularly, each week, may prove to be most enjoyable occasions for the 
membership of the church. 

We are not, of course, talking about those suppers that are held for the pur- 
pose of making money. Church meals for Christian fellowship and social pur- 
poses can be extremely important in order that believers might get to know each 
other better. There is certainly nothing wrong with holding fellowship suppers 
or dinners or refreshments in the local church. Of course, if the church has 
facilities, it would be better not to hold such suppers in the main sanctuary, but 
in an adjacent room or a downstairs hall.

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100 YEARS LATER 


How Does Darwin Stand Today? 


DARWIN, EVOLUTION, AND CREA- 
TION. Edited by Paul A. Zimmer- 
man. Concordia. 224 pp. $3.95.

Among the books written by evangel- 
ical Christians to evaluate Darwin’s 
contribution to thinking, this one will 
be outstanding. It is a symposium by 
four Lutheran scientists and theologians 
of Concordia colleges in River Forest, 
Ill., and Seward, Neb. 

The main subjects are the evidence 
for creation from Scripture and science, 
the age of the earth, and an analysis of 
the evolutionary theory by studying its 
history, proofs, causes, and influence on 
society and theology. 

The general conclusions are: that al- 
though interpretations of scientific facts 
imply a moderate amount of change in 
living creatures after their first appear- 
ances on earth, the assumption that 
every organic being has descended from 
an ancient form of simple living sub- 
stance is not proved; also “there are too 
many unknown and puzzling factors in- 
volved to permit anyone to assent that 
we can be positive about the age of the 
earth”; and “from a Christian point of 
view all forms of naturalism must be 
rejected as false because naturalism is 
the ‘doctrine that separates Nature from 


God, subordinates Spirit to matter, and 
sets up unchangeable laws as_ su- 
preme.’” 

The symposium rightly considers that 
there are differences of scholarly opin- 
ions regarding whether to approach 
Genesis 1-3 as literally true or as al- 
legorical, symbolical, apocalyptical, or 
mythological. This treatise adopts the 
literal view after fairly evaluating the 
other attitudes. It even holds that “there 
is an impressive amount of evidence 
favoring the view that the days referred 
to in connection with the creative activ- 
ity of God were not long periods but 
solar days of approximately 24 hours.” 

I heartily commend the volume to the 
Christian public as one both confirming 
its own faith, and so written as likely to 
give an unbeliever considerable doubts 
about his evolutionary dogmatism. Any 
reservations I have do not reflect on the 
accuracy of the writing, but rather on 
certain interpretations made of data. 

For example, in the analysis of the 
bearing of the fossil record on the 
course of evolution, much is made of the 
lack of connecting links between orders 


and higher categories of life. Simpson’s 
work in 1944 is quoted to confirm the 
author’s standpoint, but no notice is 
paid to the very penetrating analysis by 
Simpson in 1953 in his book The Major 
Features of Evolution, in which he 
adequately minimizes the value of such 
negative evidence. 

Another example is the stress put on 
the detrimental nature of mutations so 
that they are unlikely sources of evolu- 
tionary change. Again Simpson has 
replied to this by showing that the 
transformation from the dawn horse to 
modern species is conceivable. One and 
a half million mutations in the 60 mil- 
lion years of horse existence is not un- 
likely. With only one fifth of these 
favorable, and only one thousandth 
progressive, there would be 300 pro- 
gressive steps which are sufficient to 
cause any particular alteration in horse 
anatomy, such as its teeth. 

Everyone should read the chapter on 
“The Influence of Darwinism.” The 
author concedes that evolutionary 
theory has had such beneficial effects 
as leading educationists to adapt their 
teaching to the natural development of 
a child and bringing the knowledge that 
there is order and cause in social 
change. But it is emphasized that belief 
in evolution has lent support to phil- 
osophies of racism, belligerent ideologies 
and fostered infidelity and militant athe- 
ism. 

You will have a fair and forceful 
treatment of creation and evolution if 
you read this book.

THE RACIAL PROBLEM IN CHRISTIAN 
PERSPECTIVE. Kyle Haselden. 
Harper. 222 pp. $3.50.

This scholarly, Christian, profound, 
hard-hitting analysis was written by a 
former Southerner, now a Baptist pas- 
tor in a border state. The style is ex- 
cellent, the content surprisingly fresh 
considering how many words have 
been let loose on this problem. The 
theology is at times questionable but 
not where it touches the central argu- 
ment, which is more ethical than the- 
ological or biblical anyway. The 
reader will find here an effective an- 
swer to most white arguments for seg- 
regation. And I mean effective. 

The author begins with indicting 
the church as “the mother of racial 
patterns,” “the purveyor of arrant 
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sedatives,” the teacher of immoral 
moralities.” Heady stuff. After noting 
that prejudice is rooted in man’s an- 
cient, sinful urge towards self-exalta- 
tion, the author shows what our racial 
attitudes have done to the Negro: dis- 
crimination has robbed him of his 
right to have; segregation, of his right 
to belong (some relationships are ex- 
clusive, like marriage, but humanity 
isn’t an exclusive relation nor is Chris- 
tianity, for believers); and stereotyp- 
ing, of his right to be an individual. 
The Christian response to these in- 
justices must keep in mind the fol- 
lowing: what all men owe all men, 
what Christians owe all men, what 
Christians owe to one another. 

The author has wise and balanced 
insights into the place of law in so- 
cial change (“laws are passed not to 
make bad people good but to make 


innocent people safe”), mistaken at- 
tempts to help race relations, prob- 
lems attending the integration of Prot- 
estant churches, and much else. 

This is the best and most complete 
analysis of the ethical issues of race 
that I know. Add to it such sociologi- 
cal studies as Myrdal’s An American 
Dilemma and Racial and Cultural 
Minorities (by Simpson and Yinger) 
and such smaller, popular studies as 
The Kingdom Without Caste (Liston 
Pope), Seeking to be Christian in 
Race Relations (Benjamin Mays), 
The Bible and Race (T. B. Maston) 
and a church would be on its way to 
building a good functional library on 
race.

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THIS WAS JOHN CALVIN. Thea B. 
van Halsema. Zondervan. 180 pp.

This is not an exposition of Calvin’s 
thought and doctrine. Many such 
works, some good and some not so 
good are currently on the market. 
What the author has endeavored to do 
is draw a sketch of Calvin as a man, 
describing not only his development as 
a theologian and church leader, but 
even more his growth in the Christian 
faith and his personal relations with 
the multitude of people whom he met 
during his life. She has endeavored to 
give him a three-dimensional character 
which is often lost in the explication of 
his teachings. 

To this task the author has brought 
both sympathy and understanding, as 
one might expect considering her up- 
bringing in the Christian Reformed 
Church. At times the sympathy may 
get a little out of hand, but generally 
speaking, Calvin is not overdrawn. 
Here is the man as he was. In particu- 
lar, one might single out the chapters 
dealing with Calvin’s treatment of 
Servetus as being particularly good. 
Likewise the description of the 
Genevan Reformer’s relationships with 
Melancthon and Bullinger puts a some- 
what different complexion on the usual 
acidulous caricature which is _pre- 
sented. 

Despite a rather staccato style, 
owing to the use of short sentences, 
the reader finds himself quickly 
absorbed in the story. While no docu- 
mentation appears, the book is quite 
accurate and in some places introduces 
new material, or at least material 
which is not generally known. Con- 
sequently the work should be regarded 
as useful and trustworthy, the latter 
being a characteristic not always found 
in religious biography. 

This book makes a valuable con- 
tribution to the list of works published 
on this anniversary year of Calvin’s 
birth. Even more important, this book 
may well give those prejudiced against 
Calvin a new view of him so that they 
may turn back to his works themselves, 
to find out what he had to say both to 
his own and our ages.

This is the third volume in an ex- 
panded translation of the New Testa- 
ment by the Professor Emeritus of 
New Testament Greek at the Moody 
Bible Institute, Chicago. His many 
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“Biblical Christianity is not the stumbling, 
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faltering, bungling guesses of men who 
evolved a man-made faith. It is the revela- 
tion of the great God. 

“Just because God—in keeping with His 
own character and purposes—chose not to 
give this revelation all at once is no reason 
to mistake it for the blunderings of men. 
Progress in divine revelation is never from 
error to truth; it is always from seed to 
fruit, from little to much. But remember, 
even the embryo, even the little, is precious 
truth, not to be discarded, but to be re- 
garded as foundational and fundamental. 
To spurn the message of the inspired and 
infallible Word of God is to court eternal 
disaster.”

mally studied Greek. In this way the 
layman may still benefit from the 
shading, syntax, idioms and word 
studies of the Greek test. 

This latest work is very helpful. An 
expanded translation is necessary to 
adapt one language to another since no 
two languages fit perfectly. Since “the 
Greeks had a word for it,’ we must 
frequently use several English words to 
express the same idea which the Greeks 
expressed in a word, mood, tense, prep- 
osition or other idiom. Therefore, 
Wuest rightfully calls his work a 
“commentary translation.” It is not in- 
tended to replace the Authorized 
Version or any other. 


The volume shows the scholarship, 
experience and interest of the author 
for his task. He succeeds well, and 
even dares to offer some less popular 
conclusions on the use of a Greek 
construction which improves the mean- 
ing of the passage. 

However there are dangers in such 
translations which must be watched. 
The reading may become too compli- 
cated for clear understanding; the ex- 
pansion may also make the passage say 
too much or say something that the 
original author did not quite intend. 
In such cases a less literal rendering 
might be better. And the reader too is 
in danger of thinking himself a Greek 
expert after using such books.

These two books are written to make 
prayer and concern for missionary work 
in the Middle East both intelligent and 
constant. 

Each is planned for a particular pur- 
pose. That of John Badeau, formerly 
president of the American University 
of Cairo and active for 30 years in the 
area, assumes the obligation of defining 
the area, explaining the people, and 
putting Islam and traditional Chris- 
tianity into the setting. In this brief 
volume Badeau has answered brilliantly 
and simply many of the questions mis- 
sionaries on furlough are asked re- 
peatedly. No one who reads this book 
will assume that all Arabs wear robes 
and fly across the desert on swift stal- 
lions (few do), that all Middle Eastern- 
ers are Arabs (only about half are), 
that Christianity in the area is a product 
of foreign missions (little of it is), or 
that the rise of United States influence 
has helped missions (it may be the 
death of them). 

Although Badeau’s primary respon- 
sibility is not a discussion of missions, 
he explains candidly and humbly why 
“this is the area in which missionary 
activity has been least successful.” He 
implies that because of the tremendous 
political and social revolution in the

area, the future of Western foreign mis- 
sions is even less promising. 

A*way ahead is discussed by Park 
Johnson who, as Field Representative 
of the Presbyterian and Reformed mis- 
sion boards in the Middle East, speaks 
for the majority of the missionaries in 
the area. His book begins with a survey 
of the various Christian and Moslem 
groups and concludes with an appeal of 
the future of missions and mission tech- 
nique. It is sobering. For some readers 
still basking in the romanticism of 19th 
century migsions, some of this will be 
strong meat but those who know the 
recent history of missions in China, 
India, and Ceylon will read Johnson’s 
comments painfully but approvingly. 
Already foreign missionaries are being 
forced out of the area; already Filipino 
Christian nurses and teachers are re- 
placing Americans in Iran and Egyp- 
tian Christian missionaries are serving 
in South Sudan. 

Both Badeau and Johnson imply that 
the day of Western foreign mission 
activity in the Middle East may. be 
drawing to a close. Both caution that 
this does not mean the end of Christian 
missions . . . but only of Western ones. 
May the American Christians have the 
spiritual humility to recognize with 
S. A. Morrison as quoted by Johnson 
that “only a spiritually alert and mis- 
sionary-minded national church can in 
the long run present the Christian mes- 
sage to a Moslem community and 
provide a spiritual home for any who 
respond.”

Readers of ETERNITY will be glad 
to see these two books in print, for 
they contain some outstanding articles 
which have appeared in these pages in 
recent years. 

Stevenson, editor of The Life of 
Faith, presents 25 devotional-bio- 
graphical sketches of lesser-known 
biblical characters from the daughters 
of Zelophehad to Epaphras and Epa- 
phroditus. Chapters in this book which 
previously appeared in ETERNITY in- 
clude “These Also Wrought” (July 
57), “Leah: The Problem of Life’s In- 
equalities” (August °57), “Asaph: the 
Chief Musician” (September °57), and 
“Barnabas: the ‘Son of Consolation’ ” 
(January *58). 

Another Londoner, Lloyd-Jones is 
pastor of London’s Westminster Chapel.

THE ADEQUATE MAN: PAUL IN 
PHILIPPIANS. Paul S. Rees. Revell.

Paul is best revealed in his epistles, 
especially when he writes in personal 
rather than in didactic fashion. This 
small book has captured the best of 
Paul’s disclosure of his own experience, 
as he bared his heart to the Philippian 
church whom he loved. 

In non-technical language, and with- 
out wild flights of imagination, Dr. 
Rees has succeeded in drawing a uni- 
fied picture of how Paul’s Christian 
experience is a portrayal of the man 
who is adequate for the demands of 
life. In five chapters—“The Art of the 
Heart,” “The Affectionate Man,” “The 
Alert Man,” “The ‘Aspiring Man,” 
“The Adequate Man,” the teaching of 
Philippians is translated into modern 
terms for personal living. Apt allitera- 
tion and exact exegesis combined with 
a skilful use of appropriate quotations 
make it equally useful as an exposition, 
a devotional handbook, or a homileti- 
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cal aid. It can be recommended for all 
Christian readers.

This is a very disappointing book. 
The idea is great, the choice of photo- 
graphs is excellent, the map locations 
are imaginative and valuable. The text 
tends towards the emotional (‘One is 
always thrilled to stand in any spot 
where Jesus stood. . .”). 

Most unfortunately the text claims 
impossible things, and has glaring in- 
accuracies. At the fifth picture a pe- 
destrian gate through a very modern 
metal door is _ identified as “the 
Needle’s Eye.” Both the identification 
and the interpretation are false. The 
writers positively identify (which no 
archaeologist would do) the place 
“where Solomon housed his thousand 
wives,” the spot where Judas hanged 
himsglf, the home of John and the 
Virgin Mary, the house of Caiaphas, 
the Upper Room, etc. It is regrettable 
that the caption writers have been so 
gullible. 

Finally, the pictures, though good 
in themselves, are very badly printed. 
To a generation accustomed to fine 
paper and good reproductions, the 
book is very disappointing.

My only regret about this very fine 
record is that it is not even finer. There 
is much to recommend it. Even a cas- 
ual glance at the list of contents above 
will reveal the fact that this repertoire 
is of high quality and covers a wide 
range of styles. How often does one 
have the privilege, for example, of 
hearing the hymn, “I Heard the Voice 
of Jesus Say,” sung in the beautiful 
setting by Thomas Tallis? And there are 
three worthy works by contemporary 
composers included in this program, to 
say nothing of more usual things, in- 
cluding a bit of Bach, the “patron saint” 
of Lutheran music. 

The singing in general is excellent, 
with mostly excellent diction and tone 
quality. Possibly it is a bit too much on 
one level, dynamically, but that is a 
matter of taste. The instrumental play- 
ing, too, is very fine. Note the elegant 
arrangement of “Beautiful Saviour” for 
strings and organ, made by Carl Schalk, 
the musical director of this album. It 
will warm your heart. 

My principal complaint is directed at 
the recording engineer responsible for 
this album, for, if my ears do not de- 
ceive me, it is he who is responsible for 
keeping this production from being en- 
tirely outstanding. The sound is good 
in the a cappella numbers, as it is in 
the above-mentioned instrumental one. 
But when the instruments and voices 
combine there is very little blend of 
tone, no proper balance between voices 
and instruments, or for that matter be- 
tween one voice and another, and the 
whole musical fabric tends to fall apart. 

It may be that I am unfair in blaming 
the engineer entirely. Possibly Holy 
Cross Lutheran Church in St. Louis, 
where the recordings were made, does 
not lend itself to recording of large 
choral and instrumental forces. Or per- 
haps there were other considerations 
which militated against optimum re- 
sults. 

But, whatever the reason, the result 
is poor in the big, concerted pieces on 
this disc. This is a pity, because every- 
thing else is so fine. If you are interested 
in the music performed here (and you 
ought to be) you will doubtless want this

record anyway. But it’s a shame that it 
all couldn’t be as excellent as some of 
it is.

This is a highly effective, enormously 
polished, tremendously disciplined male 
chorus of 16 voices, who sing with beau- 
tiful tone, elegant diction, and warmly 
expressive style. They are joined at times 
by female voices and occasional instru- 
ments, including the beautiful trombone 
of the ubiquitous Bill Pearce. Everything 
about this record is magnificently done 
in the slick, quasi-theatrical style which 
is highly favored by many. 

Even the recording is wonderfully 
fine. Listen to the song, “Unworthy,” 
just for the joy of hearing sheer sound 
for its own sake. Listen to the rich, 
mellow tone of the low bass as he 
touches low E in “Lead, Kindly Light.” 

Anthony must be a man of great 
gifts. I wonder what the results would 
be if he should ever turn his attention 
to more worthy music?

At present, his 
singing seeems to be all of a piece, on 
a pleasant plateau with no heights or 
depths. As he grows, he will undoubt- 
edly have more to give. 

It is too bad that the recording en- 
gineer over-monitored the climax of The 
Lord’s Prayer. The volume is abruptly 
pulled down, spoiling what could have 
been a noble effect. 

The accompaniment, under the ex- 
cellent direction of Ralph Carmichael 
is entirely admirable. It consists of 
piano, played by Rudy Atwood, and a 
well-used string quartet.

American churches are called to a 
fresh understanding, a more radical 
understanding of the revolutionary 
tides sweeping around our planet. We 
must appreciate the aspirations of peo- 
ples who are reaching for freedom and 
human dignity and better life. We 
must sympathize when some peoples 
are confused by the exploitation of 
their national hopes and the betrayal 
of their revolutionary ideals. 

If America is to fulfill her Christian 
world mission she must empty herself 
of all complacent self-assurance, of ar- 
rogance and white superiority; she 
must enter deeply into the minds and 
hearts of other peoples and be pre- 
pared to learn with them. 

The United Nations in the political 
field, the World Council of Churches 
or the World Evangelical Fellowship 
in the Christian religious area are 
symbols of that partnership and mu- 
tual burden-bearing which Americans 
should gratefully and humbly support. 
Any flaunting of our wealth and 
power, any aggressive “let me show 
you how” attitude, any assumption 
that God has chosen our nation, our 
free enterprise, our way of life above 
others, will cripple and may destroy 
our missionary outreach. 

“Save America”—in a Christian 
way—‘to save the world” is a far bet- 
ter answer to the Communist challenge 
than any military crusade or Holy War 
against the Communist ideology and 
system. The Communist empire would 
fear a genuinely Christian America 
far more than the latest bombs or mis- 
siles. 

Can Christianity spread without 
missionary effort? Anthropologists tell 
us that diffusion and acculturation are 
going on all the time. 

Diffusion—the spread of ideas or 
techniques or faiths—takes place in 
natural ways, through ordinary travel, 
through mingling of peoples, through 
common interests and desires, and also 
in artificial ways by those who devote 
themselves to the propagation of some- 
thing valuable that they think others 
beside themselves should possess. 

Acculturation is the borrowing and 
lending that happens when two cul- 
tures come close together, sometimes 
under compulsion, sometimes in a way 
that provokes resistance and opposition. 
We may expect to see Christianity 
spread over the world by natural diffu- 
sion and acculturation as Christians 
travel and people of different lan- 
guages and cultures and beliefs meet to- 
gether. Other historic religions of the 
East are reviving the populations that 
have been most influenced by them are 
growing fast; we may expect that they 
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too will expand by various kinds of 
diffusion. This is a wholesome trend; 
the competition of religious ideas for 
the minds and loyalties of men is not 
to be deplored. 

However, Christian evangelism on 
a universal scale cannot depend solely 
on natural diffusion and acculturation. 
We need a great missionary evangelis- 
tic movement, not merely in spectacu- 
lar crusades here and there but all 
over the world in the life of every 
Christian, in the whole Church of 
Christ, a movement that will be both 
broad and deep. 

We cannot do without Christian de- 
votees, ardent as any convinced Com- 
munists, ready to be instruments of 
God’s redemptive purpose in Christ, 
in the words of Hendrik Kraemer, 
“Heralds of His truth and ambassadors 
of His love.” 

We need ministers and mission- 
aries, and even more, lay evangelists, 
Christian men and women and youth 
in all vocations as they go up and 
down the highways and skyways of 
the world, reflecting a glory and power 
far beyond their own,-speaking of the 
things that they have seen and heard, 
looking with holy expectation for what 
the writer to the Hebrews call that 
“better country.” 

With such a vision all Christians of 
the Reformed faith and hope in this 
country could unite and should unite. 
Let us talk together, let us work to- 
gether, let us pray together, to make 
more Christian the witness of our na- 
tion, the witness of our individual citi- 
zens here and abroad, the witness of 
our whole missionary program over- 
seas. 

Let us not be afraid to dig for bet- 
ter knowledge, to think daringly, to 
plan together, so that we may be wor- 
thy of the thrilling days in which we 
live; so that our beloved America 
may understand and obey God’s will 
for her in this age on ages telling. We 
know full well that the United States 
is an earthen vessel, large and color- 
fully decorated, but with many weak 
earthen qualities. We know too that 
God may permits such an earthen ves- 
sel, in the words of Paul, to hold a 
divine treasure—and the treasure is 
Christ Himself, to hold this treasure 
for the sake of humanity, and to show 
the world that the transcendent power 
belongs to God and not to our privi- 
leged America.

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the last word 
Good Old Somebody

One of the more curious manifestations of the religious impulse is the 
worship of that wonderful, wonderful god, “Somebody.” We do have other 
names for him, but he is best known as “Somebody,” probably because of” 
the popularity of that hymn to his honor, “Somebody Up There Likes Me.” 

“Somebody” is, indeed, a valuable and versatile deity. He is conspicu- 
ously active in the world of sports. After pitching a famous “perfect” base- 
ball game in the World Series a few years ago, Don Larsen said that during 
the game he constantly prayed, “Please help me, somebody.” And “Some- 
body” responded nicely. 

Floyd Patterson, after knocking out Archie Moore to win the heavy- 
weight boxing championship, told the world that “God” had been in his 
corner. (“God”—that’s a rather old-fashioned way of referring to “Some- 
body,” but we all got the point anyway. Mr. Patterson now perhaps at- 
tributes divine qualities to Mr. Ingemar Johansson’s right hand.) 

“Somebody” has done just about as well in the entertainment world. A 
splendid instance is in what film actress Jane Russell said a few years ago: 
“I love God. And when you get to know Him you find He’s a Livin’ Doll.” 

In a magazine article the eminent New York restauranteur, Toots Shor, 
expressed his faith in this way: “I believe every break I get is because the 
Big Fellow Upstairs is helpin’ me. I wouldn’t have this joint if He hadn’t 
given me a good deal. I claim the Big Guy just put His arms around me a 
just lifted me.” When a close friend died, Mr. Shor, with deep spirituality, 
sobbed, “The Big Fellow’s shufflin’ the cards pretty fast these days.” 

In recent years the eager theologians of Tin Pan Alley have been paying 
appropriate musical tribute to “Somebody.” Sometimes they call him “He” 
(as, for example, in the song succinctly titled “He”)—-but we all know 
that it’s good old “Somebody” they have in mind. 

(In “He” we are told that “it makes Him sad to see the way we live;” 
but we are assured later that “He’ll always say, ‘I forgive.’ ” That’s the nice 
thing about “Somebody”—he’s very understanding and he doesn’t hold 
grudges. His easy palsy-walsiness is proclaimed, rather moistly, in “Crying 
in the Chapel.”) 

Perhaps man has always been prone to seek a chummy sort of god, a 
god who provides a bit of comfort from time to time but who never prods 
man’s conscience, never challenges man’s good opinion of himself, never 
judges man’s actions. It has been suggested that this approach is an attempt 
to sugar-coat the pill of religion—but perhaps it is more accurate to say 
that it is rather an effort to make the whole pill sugar. 

Religion is now quite fashionable in our society—and nearly everyone 
feels that he must do at least some little thing about it. Of course, one 
mustn’t overdo it—faith does have explosive qualities and one can’t be too 
careful. One must try to keep one’s religion vague and innocuous. And this 
is where good old “Somebody” comes in. He’s a very convenient faith- 
object for the person who wants a nice, safe God. 

The whole thing has just the right touch of casual flippancy that goes 
over so well nowadays. You must use pet names for “Somebody,” such as 
“The Big Fellow” or “The Man Upstairs” or “The Big Boss Up There”— 
it is all so very amusing, and it shows that although you are right-minded 
about religion you aren’t a pious stuffed-shirt. It shows that you are a real 
regular guy having traffic with a real regular God. 

What are we to make of this strange cult? Some religious leaders seem 
to think that, on the whole and despite its excesses, it is a good thing and 
shows that religion is getting through to people it has never reached before. 
Others see it as a great corrupting menace to religion, a menace which 
must be vigorously fought. 

But is there any need for anyone to become frothy about it? It is, in the 
final analysis, simply the worldly wise-guy’s way of trying to get on the 
religious bandwagon and have a few whacks at the drum—and its essential 
ludicrousness keeps it from being either a support of religion or a menace 
to it (Reprinted from The British Weekly). 
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
